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My Collection of English Gold Sovereigns and The Ezen Collection Notes 


“My love of Sovereigns began in the early 80s when | bought 
my first ever coin, an 1836 Sovereign, for £150. 
Up until then, | was a serious collector of Victorian stamps. 


| loved the look and feel of the coins, gradually meeting dealers, 
going to the various auctions, and beginning to look for more to 
buy. However, my more serious 

involvement started in the late 90s when | decided to get a 
collection together by acquiring all the Sovereigns within my 
budget limitations. This collection began with the very first 
George Ill, the 1817 Sovereign. 


The next stage was to improve the quality of the coins and buy 
higher-graded examples by going to more auctions and meeting 
more dealers. | discovered that the coins were steadily 
increasing in their value, sometimes many times above what | 
had paid for them. | also realized that | could enjoy the growth 


of my collection while free from tax, as a collector rather than 
a dealer. 


The most exciting purchase | made was an 1863 Sovereign with 827 dies, which | bought for £150. 

By 2009, this coin must have passed through hundreds of hands since its inception without its rarity being realized by 
its countless handlers and users, also having passed unnoticed through several auctions. | can’t describe how 
excited | was when | discovered this very elusive, rare coin! 


Then, in 2011, | decided to certify some of my more important coins through PCGS, which marked the beginning of 
The Ezen Collection in its present, serious form. 


Deciding to sell this collection was difficult, but my age was the final deciding factor; also, bettering my lower-graded 
coins grew more challenging due to their rarity and the prices they reached. 


| will miss them, especially the best-known 1841 Sovereign, the 1937 Matte Sovereign, and a few MS66 Sovereigns | 
managed to add to my collection.”

AUSTRALIA 


30001 Victoria gold “St. George” Sovereign 1884-M AUS50 
PCGS, Melbourne mint, KM7, S-3857C, Marsh-106A (S). WW com- 
plete on truncation, horse with short tail, with BP in exergue. An attain- 
able example of the listed type, decently handled but still bearing the 
remnants of a strong strike and hints of peripheral luster. We note that 
although PCGS has listed this coin under the Spink variety with BP in 
exergue, it is our firm’s stance that this specimen should fall under the 
Spink variety with no BP in exergue (cf. S-3857E), a discrepancy tied 
to uneven flan texture in the exergue area where the initials would nor- 
mally appear. This latter variety is listed in Spink as “extremely rare,” as 
is supported by the limited population available for the “no BP” variety at 
PCGS. Certainly a piece deserving of a second look amongst Sovereign 


collectors. 


30002 Victoria gold “Jubilee Head” Sovereign 1887-S MS64 
PCGS, Sydney mint, KM10, S-3868A, Marsh-138D (R4). First legend, 
small spread JEB, horse with short tail. An immensely attractive and rare 
selection with delightfully shimmering luster sweeping throughout. Cur- 
rently bested by a single outlier at PCGS. 


Rare First Legend Jubilee 
Sovereign From Melbourne 


30003 ‘Victoria gold “Jubilee Head - First Legend” Sovereign 1887- 
M MS64 PCGS, Melbourne mint, KM10, S-3867, Marsh-131 (R5). 
DISH.M1, First legend, JEB higher spaced variety. Jubilee Sovereigns 
from Melbourne saw no less than four different JEB variations, all of them 
rare as only an average of 44,641 coins were minted from each die pair 
according to Iverson’s illustrious research. The number represents only 
around 4.75% of the entire mint’s production for the Jubilee year Sover- 
eign. Iverson further concludes this is an extremely hard coin to acquire, 
noting that it was absent from both the Bentley and the Quartermaster col- 
lections. The present selection is one of the finest known, presently bested 
by a single example at PCGS census by half a point. 


30004 ~=Victoria gold “Jubilee Head - First Legend” Sovereign 1887- 
M AUS53 PCGS, Melbourne mint, KM10, S-3867, Marsh-131A (R5). The 
Melbourne ‘hooked J’ Jubilee sovereigns (DISH.M1-4) are all very scarce, 
and this particular die pairing is very hard to locate according to Iverson’s 
research. A wholly respectable, moderately circulated selection for a col- 
lector looking to secure an example of each DISH type. 


30005 Victoria gold “Jubilee Head” Sovereign 1891-M AU58 
PCGS, Melbourne mint, KM10, S-3867B, Marsh-135 (R5). Second leg- 
end, normal JEB, horse with short tail (DISH.M15). An exceedingly rare 
variety according to Marsh. 


30006 Victoria gold “Jubilee Head” Sovereign 1893-M AU58 
PCGS, Melbourne mint, KM10, S-3867C var., Marsh-137. Normal JEB, 
second legend, horse with medium tail. Spink mentions there are two 
variations of hair strands to the horse’s tail, this one showcases the scarcer 
‘medium tail’ arrangement. 
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Gratifying “Elephant” 1664 Two Guineas 


30007 Charles II gold “Elephant” 2 Guineas 1664 AU53 NGC, 
KM425.2, S-3334. Beneath the King’s bust lies an elephant, marking this 
coin as a distinguished example of the celebrated ‘provenance metal’ cat- 
egory, and highlighting an often-overlooked denomination within Charles 
II’s gold series, namely the 1664 “Elephant” 2 Guineas. This issue marks 
the debut of the series that contributed to the Guinea’s namesake, with 
the elephant emblem signifying the gold’s origin, brought from Guinea 
by the Royal African Company. Commonly encountered in heavily cir- 
culated conditions or with notable post-mint modifications, this piece is 
among a rare cohort of only 12 specimens graded at the AU level by NGC 
representing the generally achievable level for this type. An MS64 exists, 
standing out as a remarkable deviation.

30008 George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1801 MS63 PCGS, KM649, 
S-3736. Sixth head type. A well-centered, Choice Mint State piece, boast- 
ing lively glimmer in the peripherals. 


30009 George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1802 AU58 NGC, KM649, 
S-3736. A quality example of this middle date of a short three-year se- 
ries, lightly handled but with barely any wear and very respectable 
overall. 


30010 George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1804 MS62 NGC, KM651, S-3737. 
The first year of production for this type, quite common overall but still 
very desirable in a Mint State preservation such as this. 


30011 George HI gold 1/2 Guinea 1806 MS60 NGC, KM651, 
S-3737. Quite lustrous but this Mint State specimen does display an old 
light scrape on George’s neck that serves to limit the technical specifica- 
tion awarded by NGC.

30012 George II gold 1/2 Guinea 1808 AU58 NGC, KM651, 
S-3737. A compelling premium AU rendition of this less common 
year of half Guinea productions, toned to an ultra-pleasing olive-khaki 
color.

30013 George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1810 MS61 PCGS, KM651, 
S-3737. Sixth head or “Military” type. Relatively uncommon in 
Mint State grades, the present selection impresses with its strong 


originality. 


30014 George III gold 1/2 Guinea 1811 MS62 PCGS, KM651, 
S-3737. A scarcer date for this “Military” bust-style fractional Guinea 
with plenty of remaining brilliance, although limited from further techni- 
cal prowess by wisps on each side (a small patch on the reverse in the field 
adjacent to ARUM being the most egregious). 


30015 George HI gold 1/2 Guinea 1813 MS64 NGC, KM651, 
S-3737. An incredible George III half Guinea representative, produced 
during the final year of the Guinea denomination, barely missing on a 
Gem designation. Seductive surfaces yield swirling luster and a very at- 
tractive olive-amber patina.

30016 George Ill gold “Military” Guinea 1813 AU58 PCGS, 
KM664, S-3730, Farey-1390. Sixth laureate head. A one-year type and 
last date of the Guinea, produced to pay troops fighting in the Napole- 
onic Wars. Robustly challenging the boundary of Mint State and host- 
ing an abundance of residual mint bloom charging in the protected areas 
of the peripheries. Heavily contested whenever encountered in straight 
grades, and we anticipate a foray of eager bids as this crosses the auction 
block. 
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Stunning Gem 1817 1/2 Sovereign 


30017 George III gold 1/2 Sovereign 1817 MS65 PCGS, KM673, 
S-3786, Marsh-400. A truly captivating piece, bested by just two examples 
in PCGS graded census, with less than 80 examples certified overall. The 
offering at hand is solidly Gem Mint State, featuring lemon-gold surfaces 
that are effortlessly accentuated with a cartwheel luster. The detailing 
found within the shield and bust remain highly visible, pairing beautifully 
with the sharp legends. Overall, an enchanting piece that is sure to catch 
the attention of those who value both grandeur and grade.

30018 George III gold 1/2 Sovereign 1820 MS62 PCGS, KM673, 
S-3786, Marsh-402 (R2). A delightful and opulently patinated selection 
from the last year of George III, with a low reported mintage of only 
35,043 according to Marsh. Occupying the last well-populated grade at 
PCGS and covetable as such.

30019 George III gold Sovereign 1817 MS63 PCGS, KM674, 
S-3785, Marsh-1. The first year of the ‘modern’ Sovereign which is in- 
variably greeted with much enthusiasm when offered at Choice levels and 
higher. This is a beautifully lustrous representative, with a couple of minor 
copper spots which blend in well. 


Rare Medallic Die Axis 1817 Sovereign 


30020 George III gold Mint Error - Medal Alignment Sovereign 
1817 VF35 PCGS, KM674, S-3785, Marsh-1B (R4). Medal align- 
ment variety. A well-circulated specimen, nonetheless a notable rarity 
as a mint error struck with upright die axis. The example in the Bentley 
collection was cataloged as “cleaned and gilt” which renders the pres- 
ent selection superior as a straight-graded piece. Very few are known to 
exist, making this a most intriguing addition to any advanced Sovereign 
collection. 
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Fabulous Near-Gem 1818 Sovereign 


30021 George Ill gold Sovereign 1818 MS64 PCGS, KM674, 
S-3785, Marsh-2. A conditionally sensitive issue when approaching levels 
of Gem Mint excellence, much more often encountered at the MS62 and 
MS63 evaluations. This fully deserving near-Gem has been enrobed in a 
wholesome lemon-amber patina over time while still retaining unbroken 
mint freshness and pleasantly powerful luminosity that radiates through 
the toning. Nearly unachievable any finer.

3785C, Marsh-4 (S). Open 2 variety. Conditionally scarce and very desir- 
able at this level and higher. A green-tinged selection, with interesting 
die-fill noted on the two A’s of BRITANNIA. An old mark on the king’s 
cheek noted for completeness. The 1820 release marks the concluding 
year of the ‘modern’ Sovereign series with a garter, first launched in 1817, 
and consistently captivates both type collectors and aficionados of British 
gold coins. 


S-3785C, Marsh-4. Open 2 variety. A handsome near-Choice selec- 
tion featuring bold luster towards obverse peripherals and reverse 
fields. Quite pleasing when viewed in hand and worthy of an advanced 
bid.

30025 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1821 MS62 NGC, KM689, 
S-3802, Marsh-403 (R3). A one-year type, the 1821 half Sovereign was 
quickly withdrawn due to its similarity to the sixpence. Only 231,288 
coins were struck leaving this design very elusive and rarely seen on the 
market. This near-Choice offering is bright, untoned, and precisely struck; 
and given that it is the first example of the type we have offered in nearly 3 
years we believe it will, deservedly, be heavily contested. 
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Outstanding Gem 1823 1/2 Sovereign 


30026 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1823 MS65 NGC, KM689, 
S-3802, Marsh-404 (R2). Of outstanding quality for this rare date in the 
fleeting laureate head series. Bright and even a touch Prooflike to obverse 
where the field dazzles beneath the King’s frosty bust. The reverse has a 
more satiny appearance with fresh bloom decorating the surfaces. A stellar 
representative, tied for the second-finest certified at NGC and bested by a 
lone outlier there, whereas PCGS has not certified any higher than a single 


MS63. 


30027 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1824 MS63 PCGS, KM689, 
S-3803, Marsh-405. A crisp and vibrant Choice specimen with semi- 
Prooflike attributes and amber accented peripheries. 


30028 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1825 MS63 NGC, KM689, 
S-3802, Marsh-406. Laureate Bust. A lively Choice canary yellow offer- 
ing with near-cartwheel brilliance. 


30029 George IV gold Proof “Extra Tuft” 1/2 Sovereign 1826 PR63 
PCGS, KM700, S-3804A, Marsh-407C (S). A flashy piece with only light 
wisps to obverse fields giving testimony of past contact, while the reverse 
is quite pleasing with nearly a jet-black canvas to the frosted shield. While 
the exact mintage is not known, Marsh suggests it to be around 400 pieces 
only, however many must have been lost or impaired since their issuance 
almost 200 years ago. 


30030 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1826 MS63 NGC, KM700, S- 
3804A, Marsh-407B (R). Extra tuft of hair at left ear variety. A handsome 
Choice Mint State selection blessed with wholesome minted features and 


soft sheen. 


30031 George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1827 MS62 PCGS, KM700, S- 
3804A, Marsh-408B (S). With an extra tuft of hair above left ear and a 
heavier border than in the standard issue. The sparkly fields host a tanger- 
ine tone on this delectable, near-Choice treasure.

30032 George IV gold Sovereign 1821 MS65 PCGS, KM682, 
S-3800, Marsh-5. Wholly impressive, not only for the date, but for all of 
George IV’s Sovereign coinage. The surfaces have been blessed with a 
gorgeous light coating of mint frost that pairs superbly well with strong 
backlit illumination and a hint of olive patina. Not a single finer example 
exists at either PCGS or NGC, and we anticipate bidding commensurate 
with that type of exclusivity. 
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30033 George IV gold Sovereign 1822 MS62 PCGS, KM682, 
S-3800, Marsh-6. The Prooflike appearance is slightly marred by light 
wisps and chatter that preclude a loftier designation, nonetheless a crisply 
struck specimen retaining admirable brilliance to fields. Head 1823 Sovereign 


Rare Mint State Laureate 


30034 George IV gold Sovereign 1823 MS61 PCGS, KM682, 
S-3800, Marsh-7 (R3). There are two rare dates for the laureate head se- 
ries of George IV, 1823 and 1825 with the present selection representing 
the arguably better one. The full-bodied effigy on the present selection 
expresses the engraved details with distinction and aplomb. Turning to the 
reverse, the visual appeal is elevated by gentle touches of luster rolling 
when rotated in hand. For historical reference, an example adjectivally 
described as “good extremely fine” dispersed from the Bentley Collection 
in 2012 attracted a final bid of approximately $30,000 inclusive of buyer’s 
premium, perhaps lending perspective to the desirability of this elusive 
date.

30035 George IV gold Sovereign 1824 MS64+ NGC, KM682, 
S-3800, Marsh-8. A significant conditional rarity above the Choice Mint 
State tier of excellence. This near-Gem, also imbued with a “plus” super- 
lative, exhibits a heavenly layer of satin resplendence that accompanies 
the fetching light butterscotch patina. This offering is one of only two 
examples at either major grading service to sit above the 64 level, trail- 
ing only a single NGC MS65. A transcendent example of this handsome 
classic gold issue that should warrant significant consideration from the 
sovereign specialist. 
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30036 George IV gold “Bare Head” Sovereign 1825 MS63 PCGS, 
KM696, S-3801, Marsh-10 (S). A lemon-yellow example with ample 
originality to surfaces. All bare head Sovereigns of George IV are in- 
creasingly tough to locate in Choice Mint State and offerings such as 
the present selection command heightened attention from informed 
collectors. 


30038 George IV gold Sovereign 1826 MS64 PCGS, KM696, 
S-3801, Marsh-11. A fabulously fresh and enticing offering. The obverse 
carries undulating luster on the pale gold fields, whereas the reverse is es- 
sentially flawless with only the minutest tick breaking the pristine canvas. 
Currently tied for the finest certified at PCGS with just one other piece and 
extremely covetable this fine. 


30037 George IV gold “Laureate Head” Sovereign 1825 MS62 
PCGS, KM682, S-3800, Marsh-9 (R3). Laureate head. Year 1825 saw 
two versions of Sovereign issued, and this laureate head type is consider- 
ably rarer than the bare head bearing the same date. According to Marsh, 
the disruption arose from chief engraver Pistrucci’s refusal to use the ef- 
figy of the King designed by Frances Legatt Chanterey. While the laure- 
ate head half Sovereign comes up in this caliber with relative frequency, 
Mint State full Sovereign appearances are uncommon. The coin at hand 
showcases a lemon-yellow hue with rolling peripheral luster to obverse, 
surrounding the sharply rendered effigy of the King. A pleasing selection 
which we expect to draw in premium bids.

30039 George IV gold Proof Sovereign 1826 PR63 Cameo NGC, 
KM696, S-3801, Marsh-11A. A delectable example of this coveted 
George IV Proof issue, uniformly dressed in a lovely tan patina that pops 
due to the vigorous Cameo brilliance displaying forth from the deep fields. 
Minor hairlines occupying the expanses, thankfully, don’t disturb the bold 
and lightly frosted design elements that are stunningly bold in this Proof 
format.

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30040 George IV gold Sovereign 1827 MS64 NGC, KM696, S-3801, 
Marsh-12 (S). The obverse is downright phenomenal on this highly origi- 
nal selection, boasting a haloing luster surrounding the King’s well-struck 
effigy. The reverse shield admits central softness to strike as is frequent- 
ly the case for the type, but compensates this with a scintillating bloom 
charging across the fields. A conditional rarity, presently bested by just 
one example across the two grading services and we anticipate heightened 
attention from quality-minded bidders. 
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30041 George IV gold Sovereign 1829 MS62 PCGS, KM696, 
S-3801, Marsh-14 (S). Hands down the nicest example for the date we 
have offered in over three years. An opulent antiqued tone lends solemn 
dignity to the confidently shimmering fields which are pleasingly devoid 
of any singularly significant signs of handling. A tremendous opportunity 
for the discerning collector of pre-Victorian Sovereigns. 


30042 George IV gold Sovereign 1830 MS62 PCGS, KM696, 
S-3801, Marsh-15 (S). Bare head. The final date for George IV and scarce 
in this state of preservation. Admitting light rub to the sitter’s cheek and 
very mild chatter to obverse fields, the reverse offering blushes of eye- 
catching luster that cascades across the field. Very tempting at this level 
and higher, and attainable here as the higher designations attract consider- 
able sums.

30043 George IV gold 2 Pounds 1823 MS63 NGC, KM690, S-3798, 
Marsh-T6. This coin represents a unique one-year type and marks the in- 
augural issuance of the 2 Pounds denomination. Due to internal conflicts at 
the Royal Mint, it was Assistant Engraver Jean (Johann) Baptiste Merlen 
who took up the task of crafting George IV’s effigy based on Chanterey’s 
bust, after the headstrong Chief Engraver Pistrucci declined to use a “non- 
life” model. The exact original mintage remains unknown, and nowadays, 
it’s common to find these pieces having been altered for jewelry, cleaned, 
or otherwise mishandled over two centuries. The present selection pres- 
ents an enticing opportunity to acquire a Choice straight-graded example 
to an ambitious cabinet. 


30044 William IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1834 MS65 PCGS, KM720, 
S-3830, Marsh-410 (R2). Small size. The only year in which this small- 
size Half Sovereign was struck, the change implemented as an attempt to 
distinguish it from the similarly-sized Sixpence. However, it was deemed 
inconveniently diminutive and thus in 1835 was returned to its normal 
size. Numismatically significant thus, this piece presents with a strong 
orpiment tone and unbridled luster, small but mighty in hand. A single 
example ranks higher across NGC and PCGS.

A stunning harvest-gold treasure and key to the William IV 
series, showcasing a mint error of the normal 1/2 Sovereign obverse muled 
with the 6 Pence reverse. The fields have a satiny quality that amplifies the 
eye-appeal and allows the tender mint luster resonate throughout virtually 
unimpeded. The sole finest certified at PCGS and conditionally extremely 
rare thus, demanding closer scrutiny from discerning collectors of the 1/2 
Sovereign series. 
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30048 William IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1837 MS61 NGC, KM722, 
S-3831, Marsh-413 (R). A challenging date to locate in Mint State states 
of preservation. The present selection radiates a soft tangerine hue and 
ample remains of bloom nestling in the protected areas on the obverse. 
The reverse has a lovely satiny appearance throughout and gently rolling 
luster elevating the visual appeal. 


30049 William IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1837 AU55 PCGS, KM722, 
S-3831, Marsh-413 (R). The final date for the type, presenting a love- 
ly degree of details on the reverse shield. A perfect mid-tier selec- 
tion for a registry set as any loftier grades are markedly challenging to 
procure.

30050 = William IV gold “First Bust” Sovereign 1831 MS64+ PCGS, 
KM717, S-3829, Marsh-16 (R2). First bust, incuse W.W. with stops. 
Head and shoulders above the average representative typically avail- 
able to commerce. The present selection is tied with just two others 
at the apex of certified population at PCGS, and a covetable target for 
the quality-minded collector seeking the finest examples to add to their 


cabinet. 


30051 William IV gold “WW No Stops” Sovereign 1831 AU53 
PCGS, KM717, S-3829A, Marsh-16A (R5). First bust. An exceedingly 
rare variety without stops in WW. A wholly desirable selection even in this 
gently circulated state, this variety making only infrequent appearances on 
the marketplace in any condition.

First bust, nose points to N. Markedly 
scarcer than the same-dated “second bust” type, and very popular in any 
grade.

Crevice patination aids in the way of articulation, but the important 
numerical identifiers of rarity remain undiminished. 


Two versions of the ‘827’ Sovereign are recorded, the ‘first variety’ de- 
fined by a distinct lack of die number 22 below the shield on reverse, 
seen on the ‘second variety’ here at hand. Much numismatic speculation 
over the significance of the ‘827’ has ensued over the years, and the cur- 
rent understanding seems to lean towards the conclusion that it denotes 
a specific gold ingot that all of these ‘827’ Sovereigns were minted from. 
According to an investigative article in the Spink Numismatic Circular of 
October 1977 by Royal Mint Curator G. P. Dyer, in November 1863 the 
Mint received a shipment of gold ingots from the Bank of England that 
proved to be unfit for coinage due to their brittle characteristics. Fol- 
lowing experiments conducted at the Mint, a Memorandum was issued 
that proved “beyond cavil” that that the cause of brittleness was not the 
quality of copper used for alloying the gold but the presence in the gold 
of “pernicious metals of various kinds”. Per the Memorandum the brittle 
gold ingots were produced from a particular batch of scissel and scrap 
gold by Rothschild’ refinery. It is known that experiments were run on 
two Rothschilds 200-ounce ingots with control numbers of 816 and 830 
and it is possible, but not fully verified, that 827 was another of these 
ingots from the same batch. Whether this is indeed the case or not, the 
Royal Mint produced ‘827’ coins that were promptly bagged and released 
to circulation, much in the same way as the somewhat lesser rare 1859 
‘Ansell’ Sovereigns, and the story of the experiments was soon forgotten 
to men until rediscovered by the enthusiastic numismatic community 100 
years later.

The abdication of King Edward VIII in December 1936, to marry the 
American divorcee Wallis Simpson, led to his brother George VI ascend- 
ing the throne. This necessitated the scrapping of already prepared dies 


featuring Edwards portrait and the creation of new ones for George 


VI, from which the 1937 coronation Proof Sets were minted. With 5,501 
sets struck in gold, these sets are relatively common today; however, the 
challenge at the time was how to advertise these new coins due to the 
limitations of photographic technology in the late 1930s, especially for 
capturing numismatic items. Early sales catalogs resorted to wax casts 


for illustrations, but by the 1930s, flash photography had become popular, 


although it proved unsuitable for brilliant Proofs because of the metals 
reflectivity. As a result, the Royal Mint had to individually sandblast each 
coin to reduce their glossiness for photography, deviating from the typical 
method of sandblasting the dies before striking the coins. This painstaking 
process was applied to only a few coins, making them incredibly rare and 
sought-after today.

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and 
privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein, and are the exclusive remedy. 
Bidder, by non-compliance to these express terms of a granted remedy, shall waive any claim against 
Auctioneer. 

43. Notice: Some merchandise sold by Auctioneer is inherently dangerous e.g. firearms, cannons, and small items 
that may be swallowed or ingested or may have latent defects all of which may cause harm to a person.

Croton, an ancient Greek city situated in the southern part of the Italian peninsula in the region of Bruttium (now Calabria), boasts a rich and storied 
past dating back to around the 8th century BCE. Founded by Achaean Greek settlers, the city emerged as part of the broader wave of Greek coloniza- 
tion across the Mediterranean. Its foundation is steeped in legend, but as with most myths and stories of ole, there are multiple versions or explanations 
that often contradict one another. While Croton has multiple founding stories, they converge around a single founder, Myscellus, and his influences from 
the god Apollo and/or the mythic hero, Heracles. This divine connection not only lent Croton a sacred status but also deeply influenced its cultural and 
religious identity. 


After its establishment at the bottom of Italy's boot, Croton quickly flourished due to its advantageous geographical position, nestled on the coast of the 
Ionian Sea. This prime location facilitated trade, fishing, and agriculture, contributing to the city’s rapid economic growth and prosperity. Moreover, the 
city gained a reputation for its remarkable achievements in athletics, philosophy, and medicine. This reputation attracted famous figures such as athlete 
Milo of Croton and the philosopher Pythagoras, who founded his renowned school there. 


According to ancient lore, the founder, Myscellus, was directed by the god Apollo, known for his oracular powers, to find and establish Croton. In Strabo 
(Geography, VI, 2), it is said that Myscellus traveled to the Delphi to consult with the oracle at the same time as a man named Archais. The oracle relayed 
to the two men that Apollo could give them either wealth or health. While Achais chose wealth and went on to found the wealthy colony Syracuse. Myscel- 
lus chose health and would land and prosper in the fertile land of Croton, a center for famous athletes and medicinal doctors. Also, this close connection 
to Apollo explains the inclusion of his emblematic tripod to hold a prominent placement of their earliest coinage. In ancient times, tripods were used as 
altars to sacrifice to the gods (including Apollo), and it was also the highest prize given to the victor of athletic games.

Gela was located on the southern coast of Sicily and took its name from the nearby River Gelas, whose river god appears (as a rather benevolent-looking 
man-faced bull) on the citys coinage from the early fifth century BC. By the mid sixth century BC, Gela had grown so populous that it sent out colonists 
to found the city of Acragas. From about 498 BC Gela was run by a succession of strong men or “tyrants” (the word did not have the same negative con- 
notation as it has today), including Gelon I, who also seized control of Syracuse in 485 BC and established the Deinomenid Tyranny. Gela was besieged 
and sacked by the Carthaginians in 405 BC and never quite recovered its former prominence.

The reverse image of Heracles strangling the Nemean Lion is a work of great power and pathos, and probably is intended to reflect the ongoing struggle 
between Syracuse (Heracles) and Carthage (lion) for control of Sicily. Dionysius I had just won a great victory over Carthage in 396 BC, providing the 
impetus for this attractive series of gold pieces. The engraver has captured the moment of maximum tension, with Heracles tightening his grip around the 
lion's neck and mane while it claws desperately against his legs for escape.

These huge, impres- 
sive coins were struck to pay the Greek mercenaries who flooded Sicily 
to fight the expanding power of Carthage. The magnificent decadrachms 
of the master engraver Euainetos have become a paradigm for classical 
beauty in the 24 centuries since their creation. His Arethusa is the very 
ideal of feminine beauty, both human and divine, her hair interwoven with 
a wreath of barley ears symbolizing the agricultural bounty of Sicily. Like- 
wise, the horses pulling his chariot seem to levitate above the ground line, 
perhaps preparing to draw the charioteer into the heavens themselves.

Syracuse had been striking its own coins for about a century, when in 
circa 405 BC it began issuing the stunning series of silver decadrachms 
by Kimon and Euainetos. These huge, impressive coins were struck in con- 
siderable numbers, probably to pay the Greek mercenary soldiers who 


flooded Sicily to fight the expanding power of Carthage. They stand at 


the pinnacle of Greek numismatic achievement and served as a paradigm 


for Hellenistic art in the ages to follow. Kimon’s decadrachm design, as 


exemplified by this impressive piece, features a highly individualized and 
realistic head of Arethusa, clearly modeled on a real-life Greco-Sicilian 
woman.

This beautiful tetradrachm falls into the earlier series of coins struck un- 
der Agathocles, who ruled Syracuse as a military strongman or “tyrant” 
and later styled himself “King of Sicily.” In many ways he was a western 
counterpart to the Hellenistic rulers who carved up Alexander the Great's 
vast empire to the east. The son of a simple potter, he joined the army and 
rose through the ranks to become a strategos, or general. Ambitious, au- 
dacious and unscrupulous, he was banished for attempting to overthrow 
the democratic government of Syracuse, but returned in 317 BC leading 
an army of mercenaries, seized the city, and banished or murdered all of 
his opponents. War with Carthage followed; with Syracuse under siege, 
he staged a daring attack on the African hinterlands of Carthage that 
turned the tide of war in his favor. Though ultimately defeated in Africa, 
Agathocles returned to Sicily strengthened and was able to conclude a 
treaty with Carthage on favorable terms.

Philistis, known only though this coinage, is believed to be daughter of the 
influential Syracusan Leptines. She played a pivotal role in the political 
landscape of ancient Syracuse through her marriage to Hieron LI. After 
Hieron, a former mercenary in Pyrrhos of Epirus’ army, took control of 
Syracuse in 275 BC, he solidified his position by marrying Philistis, align- 
ing himself with the citys elite. This union was further symbolized by the 
issuance of coinage in her name after Hieron was proclaimed king in 265 
BC. These coins, influenced by Ptolemaic Egypt’ artistic styles, depicted 
Philistis with a veiled head, reminiscent of Egyptian queens like Arsinoe 
I and Berenice II. This numismatic practice not only reflects the cultural 
intersections of the Hellenistic period but also underscores Philistis’ el- 
evated status in the realm of royal iconography, illustrating her signifi- 
cance in both Syracusan and broader Mediterranean politics.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily, identified by Punic 
inscription as “The Camp,” has long been a matter of conjecture and 
dispute. Recent research, adopted by Oliver Hoover in his Handbook of 
Coins of Sicily (CNG 2012), suggests the “Camp” mint to have been En- 
tella, a fortress-like city located in central-west Sicily. Founded by the 
Trojans in the 500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of Campanian 
mercenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to the Car- 
thaginians (alternatively, the Campanians might have been employed by 
Carthage before they took the city). The city remained a Punic stronghold 
through most of the fourth century, although the Syracusan tyrant Timo- 
leon briefly drove them out circa 342 BC (a peace treaty dividing Sicily, 
into Greek and Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC, returned En- 
tella to Punic control). The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems to have 
been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used to being 
paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere closely to the Attic 
weight standard. Designs were usually based on the ubiquitous issues of 
Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses displaying their Carthaginian al- 
legiance (the palm tree, phonix in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the 
term Phoenician). Horses also feature prominently, likely referring to the 
outstanding cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies.

Of the Archaic Greek coinages, the imagery of Acanthus is among the 
most striking and influential, depicting a lion attacking a bull, a motif 
soon adopted by several other cities. Lions prowled the hinterlands of 
Thrace and Macedon in this era and Herodotus recounts an episode when 
the baggage train of the Persian King Xerxes ’s army was set upon by li- 
ons during its march from Asia Minor into Greece proper. This particular 
rendering of the life-and-death struggle is especially powerful, with its 
yin-yang juxtapositioning of the two animals struck in living high relief:

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from eastern 
Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperialism and the ris- 
ing power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities of the Chalcidice 
banded together in ca. 432 BC to form a defensive coalition called the 
Chalcidian League, with its capital of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck 
at Olynthus was on the Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the 
Attic standard employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all 
cities belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of 
Apollo, god of beauty, art, and music, with a type of lyre called a cithara 
on the reverse. The depictions of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable 
for the strength and beauty of their style. Sadly, the Chalcidian League s 
coinage came to an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by 
King Philip II of Macedon in ca. 348 BC.

Philip I of Macedon, who ruled from 359 to 336 BC, was a transforma- 
tive figure in ancient Macedonian history.

Peithon was originally one of Alexander the Greats bodyguards. At a con- 
clave of generals following the conqueror s death, Peithon was appointed 
Satrap (or governor) of the important province of Media, containing Bab- 
ylon. During the early Wars of the Diadochi (322-281 BC), Peithon was a 
major player and could easily have ended up alongside Ptolemy, Seleucus, 
and Cassander as ruler of a major successor kingdom; however he was 
betrayed by his erstwhile ally Antigonus Monopthalmus and executed, 
probably early in 314 BC.

The most dashing of Alexander s successors, Demetrius I Poliorcetes was 
the son of the great Macedonian general Antigonus Monopthalmus (“one- 
eyed”), who served both Philip II and Alexander LII the Great. After Al- 
exander ss death, Demetrius led armies in support of his father's claim to 
supreme power. He won an important naval victory in 306 BC at Sala- 
mis against the Ptolemaic fleet. He, along with his father, accepted the 
title Basileos (“king”), ending the fiction that the Diadochi were ruling 
a united government. In 305 BC, Demetrius subjected Rhodes to a monu- 
mental siege, employing the largest and most elaborate artillery engines 
and battle towers yet constructed. Ultimately unsuccessful, the siege still 
won him the epithet Poliorcetes (“besieger”’), by which he is still known. 
He had more success ruling Macedon during 301-288 BC, but his extrava- 
gance and capricious nature eventually proved his undoing and he spent 
his waning years in comfortable Seleucid captivity. Still, the dynasty he 
established endured in Macedon until 168 BC. This dynamic tetradrachm 
type was struck at several mints in honor of the great naval victory over 
Ptolemy at Salamis, with the obverse image of Nike matching closely with 
the famous marble statue of the winged goddess found at Samothrace and 
now housed in the Louvre. The reverse image of Poseidon is rendered 
here in wonderful style, an undeniable masterpiece of anatomical relief 
sculpture in miniature.

Alexander the Greats meteoric 13-year career of conquest left the clas- 
sical world profoundly transformed by the time of his premature death in 
323 BC. In the immediate aftermath, Alexander's generals carved up his 
immense new empire into spheres of influence, although maintaining the 
fiction of a unified leadership. Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, 
with the rival warlords contending for supreme power. Chief among these 
was Lysimachus, who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon, and 
much of Asia Minor. For the obverse of his coinage, Lysimachus claimed 
the mantle of Alexander by choosing the image of the conqueror himself, 
now shown as a god wearing the ram horn of the Greco-Egyptian deity 
Ammon. The image is one of the earliest true portraits to appear on a coin, 
and one of the finest. The reverse, depicting Athena enthroned, likewise 
proved extremely influential throughout history, forming the archetype for 
the figure of Britannia on modern English coins.

Starting out as a Greek trading post on the northern Black Sea coast 
settled by Milesian pioneers in the 7th century BC, Panticapaeum soon 
grew into a thriving city and home to the Spartocid kings - dynastic Greek 
rulers of the Bosporus. The citys fabulous wealth derived from its fertile 
grain fields and the thriving fishing industry of the northern Black Sea, all 
leading to a rich trade with the cities of mainland Greece and Asia Minor. 
This wealth is attested by its gold coins, which are typically larger and 
weightier than contemporary Greek gold pieces, and depict a wild-eyed 
satyr thought to represent the city’s patron god and namesake, Pan. Here, 
Pan is shown with an expression evoking his role in sowing discord and 
fear (hence the term “panic”’) in enemy armies. While categorized as a 
mythological creature today, the griffin depicted on the reverse was very 
real to the Greeks of the Thracian hinterland, where it was thought to live. 
Griffins were said to be highly covetous of gold, a trait carried over into 
medieval conceptions of the dragon.

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the world’s 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government is- 
sued the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll 
continues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to 
recall as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 
gram standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early elec- 
trum coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard 
was used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and 
the light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver 
value.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the 
case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original is- 
sues of Ptolemy I-III, from which the later issues were copied, the K was 
one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the por- 
trait on these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé 
II found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not 
these pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact 
that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, 
including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

One of the most formidable Ptolemaic queens, Berenice II's family back- 
ground was unusually convoluted and bloody even by Macedonian stan- 
dards. Born in 267 BC, she was the daughter of the Cyrenaican king 
Magas and his wife Apama. In 249 BC, upon the death of Magas her 
mother married her off to Demetrius the Fair, son of Demetrius Poliorce- 
tes, who was invited to become king of Cyrenaica. Demetrius, however, 
was more interested in Apama than her daughter and, catching him in her 
mother s bed, Berenice stabbed him to death. Despite this, her legendary 
beauty prompted Ptolemy III of Egypt to marry her in 244/3 BC and the 
duo became the foremost “power couple” in the world. Berenice appears 
to have ruled Egypt quite capably during her husbands long campaigns 
of conquest. During one such campaign she cut off her hair and dedicated 
it to Aphrodite for her husband s safe return. The hair mysteriously disap- 
peared and was “discovered” in the heavens forming the constellation 
Coma Berenices. The tale entered legend as “The Lock of Berenice.” She 
had six children, one of whom, Ptolemy IV, succeeded to the throne in 221 
BC. Berenice originally ruled jointly with him but was soon murdered, 
probably at the instigation of her son. Gold and silver coins were minted 
in her name on both the Ptolemaic and Macedonian standards.

The great con- 
queror appears almost bloated; while likely an accurate portrait, his well- 
fed appearance is also visual shorthand for Egypt's bountiful abundance.

Guide to Biblical Coins notes only 105 known Year Three half-shekels. 
This is somewhat puzzling as the half-shekel is named in several ancient 
sources as the amount of the Temple Tax paid by every Jewish male over 
the age of 20, and one would think that such a denomination would be at 
least as common in circulation as its double. However, roughly the same 
survival rate applies to the Tyrian shekels and half-shekels previously 
used to pay the tax.

Unlike coins of the first Jewish War against Rome (AD 66-70), all coins of the Bar Kokhba Revolt were overstruck on Roman Provincial issues already 
in circulation, mainly silver tetradrachms and drachms of Antioch, Tyre, and Caesarea in Cappadocia, as well as Roman silver denarii. The government 
of Simon Bar Kokhba mainly controlled the Judaean hinterlands, hiding men and equipment in an elaborate network of underground caves and tunnels, 
and did not have the time or resources to set up a full-fledged mint with smelting, refining and casting capabilities. All the same, it must have given the 
rebel mintmasters a certain thrill to hammer flat the images of the Roman emperors and Pagan deities who they hoped to banish from Israel altogether. 
The imagery of Bar Kokhba coins focuses upon the symbols related to the original Temple of Jerusalem - the fagade of which appears on the obverse of 
the large silver tetradrachm-sized selas, and the Feast of Tabernacles, with the lulav and etrog occupying the reverse. Coins struck during the first and 
second years of the revolt carry a date (‘Year One / Two of the Redemption of Israel”), while coins struck during the third year (AD 134-135) are undated.

Between 215 and 212 BC, during a critical phase of the Second Punic 
War, the Roman Republic refined its bronze coinage system to meet the 
escalating demands of war and the complexities of its expanding economy. 
This period saw the issuance of various denominations of bronze coins, in- 
cluding the notable aes grave tressis, which was part of a broader strategy 
to streamline transactions and facilitate the mobilization of resources for 
military campaigns. These years marked a significant transition in Roman 
minting practices, from the cumbersome aes grave system to more practi- 
cal and varied denominations, reflecting the Republic s adaptability to the 
exigencies of prolonged conflict and its socio-economic impact.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar, who might have ended up as 
Caesar s successor in power had events taken a different turn. An expe- 
rienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul from about 
54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. He served Caesar loyally 
during the Civil War against Pompey and his successors in 48-45 BC. 
Hirtius was appointed as Caesar s mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, and it 
was then that he struck the first truly large issue of gold aurei from the 
spoils of Caesar s campaigns. These aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic 
veiled female head on the obverse, were used to pay Caesar's soldiers 
after the great triumphal parade. After Caesar 5 assassination, Hirtius ini- 
tially supported Marc Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he 
raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. 
His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was 
killed in the fighting; his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leav- 
ing Octavian and Antony masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius 
a debt of gratitude for preserving and editing Caesar's Commentaries on 
the Gallic and Civil Wars.

L. Munatius Plancus was one of the few Roman aristocrats who managed 
to navigate the transition from Republic to Empire with his life, career and 
fortune intact. An officer in Caesars army during his conquest of Gaul 
and the civil war against Pompey, Plancus was rewarded with the impor- 
tant office of Urban Praefect in 45 BC, during which term he struck both 
gold aurei and quinarii. He was Proconsul of Gallia Comata when Caesar 
was assassinated in 44 BC, and spent the next several years adroitly shift- 
ing allegiances from the pro-Senatorial faction led by Cicero, to Marc 
Antony, and to the Triumvirate, and finally to Octavian, the ultimate victor. 
In 27 BC, he made the formal proposal that the Senate grant Octavian 
the unprecedented title of Augustus, by which he is known to history. As a 
reward, Augustus named him to the prestigious office of Censor in 22 BC. 
The huge circular tomb of Plancus still stands on a hill in Gaeta, about 
20 miles from Rome.

This intriguing gold aureus belongs to the 12 months immediately following the assassination of Julius Caesar, which produced a chaotic situation in 
Rome when the Senate briefly regained its preeminence and a host of unlikely alliances were formed and broken up. Octavian, Caesar's young heir, allied 
himself with Cicero and the Senate against Marc Antony, who, following the end of his Consulship on I January 43 BC, took an army north to attack 
Decimus Albinus Brutus, one of the assassins, who had been appointed by the Senate as governor of Cisalpine Gaul. The new Consuls Hirtius and Pansa, 
in turn, raised a Senatorial army and set off to attack Antony, ostensibly with Octavian s support. Lucius Cestius and Gaius Norbanus, both Caesarians 
and supporters of Octavian, were elected Praetors for 43 BC and ordered the striking of this issue of gold aurei to pay the Senatorial soldiers. Two of the 
new legions were raised in Africa, reflected by the personification on the obverse of this piece. The curule chair on the reverse reflects the authority of the 
Consuls and Praetors. The alliance between Octavian and Senate would prove to be short-lived, and the latter 5 renewed authority was swept away when 
Octavian, Antony, and Lepidus formed the Second Triumvirate.

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set of 
the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei. The main impediment to assembling 
such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, Julius Caesar. 

While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual portraits of Caesar 
in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50 of all known types 

extant. The type struck closest to Caesar ’ lifetime is the present example, 

issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir Octavian; the coin was 

likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul upon his assumption of 
the Consulship in July 43 BC (since the obverse titles omit any reference 
to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with Marc Antony and Lepi- 

dus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC as asserted in Calico). 

The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no reference to his pending 
deification, but repeats his names and titles as they stood upon his assassi- 

nation, on 15 March 44 BC. The portrait is accurately realistic and shows 

the great dictator as a prematurely aged man of 54, with sunken jowls and 
a long turkey-like neck. All other portrait gold coins depicting Caesar, all 
excessively rare, were struck much longer after his death and sport more 

idealized portraits.

Shakespeare depicts the “lean and hungry” Cassius as the primary ring- 
leader in the conspiracy against Julius Caesar, motivated more by envy 
than by any love of liberty. The Bard gets the basic facts right, but omits 
the details of Cassius’ colorful career. Born into a senatorial family, but 
lacking any real talent for politics, Gaius Cassius Longinus found sol- 
diering more to his liking and joined the triumvir Crassus on his doomed 
expedition against the Parthians in 53 BC. Cassius managed to rescue 
himself and a handful of others from the massacre and escaped to Ro- 
man Syria, where he remained for another two years ably defending the 
province from Parthian attack. He returned to Rome as a war hero in 51 
BC and fell in with the Pompeian faction, serving as tribune and com- 
mander of Pompey 8 fleet during the civil war of 49-48 BC. After Pompey & 
defeat and death, Cassius accepted a pardon from Caesar and loyally 
served him for the next four years. Cassius had a high opinion of himself 
and perhaps hoped to attain supreme power once Caesar retired, but it 
soon became apparent the dictator had no intention of stepping down. 
Thus, Cassius suborned his close friend Marcus Junius Brutus and several 
other senators into a conspiracy, and he was one of the first to plunge 
his dagger into Caesar on the Ides of March, 44 BC. After fleeing Rome 
with the other conspirators, Cassius returned to Syria and commandeered 
several crack legions and a fleet, which he used to attack and pillage the 
wealthy island of Rhodes in order to procure gold for the approaching 
civil war. He joined forces with Brutus in 42 BC and the two marched into 
Thrace to meet the pro-Caesarian legions led by Marc Antony and Octa- 
vian. Though their army outnumbered the Caesarians, Cassius and Brutus 
seemed oddly fatalistic and made a suicide pact should either meet defeat 
or capture. At the first clash at Philippi in early October, Cassius suffered 
a reverse and rashly fell on his sword before he could be told that Brutus 
had counterattacked and saved the day. Demoralized by his friend s death, 
Brutus was easily defeated three weeks later and took his own life. 


This rare and remarkable gold aureus was struck for Cassius by his lieu- 
tenant M. Aquinus, possibly at Smyrna in Asia Minor. The head of Liberty 
on the obverse reflects the Republican party line against supporters of the 
dead tyrant Caesar.

P. Cornelius Lentulus Spinther and M. Servilius were joint legates to Cas- 
sius and Brutus, and both issued coins in the names of their generals. 
Lentulus Spinther assumed the toga virilis and was elected to the college 
of augurs, in 57 BC. After Caesar s murder, he joined Cassius and Brutus 
and was probably killed at Philippi. The reverse type of this coin refers 
to Lentulus’ appointment to the college of augurs, and is one of the few 
instances in imperatorial coinage in which a moneyer used a reverse type 
that was personal to himself:

Following the murder of Julius Caesar, power fell into the hands of Marc 
Antony, Caesar ’ loyal lieutenant and commander of cavalry. However, 
Antony position was soon challenged from an unexpected direction 
when Caesar's 18-year-old grand-nephew, Gaius Octavius, arrived in 
Rome to claim his legacy as Caesar's heir. The youth proved unnatu- 
rally canny at securing the loyalty of Caesar ’ followers and undermining 
Antony 8 authority. By 43 BC, Octavian had actually induced the Senate 
to declare Antony a public enemy, but quickly reversed himself and struck 
a deal with Antony by which they would share supreme power with a 
third broker, Lepidus, with the ultimate aim of hunting down Caesar s 
assassins. With this task accomplished, Lepidus soon faded into the back- 
ground, leaving Octavian and Antony to rule the Roman world jointly for 
the better part of a decade until their inevitable falling out. This aureus, 
struck in mid-41 BC in the eastern half of the Empire ruled by Antony, 
putting the political situation in stark terms, with Antony and Octavian, 
still sporting youthful long sideburns, on opposite sides. While Antony oc- 
cupies the dominant obverse, Octavian calls himself by the magical name 
Caesar linking himself forever to his adopted father ’s lineage, creating a 
title which would claimed by all future Roman emperors.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 69 BC and 
succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. She soon faced a suc- 
cession crisis: Her weak-willed younger brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy 
XII, was dominated by a circle of courtiers who feared Cleopatra's keen 
intellect and resolute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 
48 BC, shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle of Phar- 
salus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only outraged Caesar, 
who showed up days later and occupied the royal palace. Cleopatra had 
herself wrapped in a carpet and smuggled into Caesar's presence for a 
meeting. This display of spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the 
dictator. The two likely became lovers that night, and Caesar’ bitter 
Alexandrine War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, 
was fought on her behalf: Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt while 
Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son. Caesar returned to Rome in 47 
BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. She was thus 
in Rome when Caesar was murdered on 15 March 44 BC. Returning to 
Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the Triumvir Marc Antony at Tar- 
sus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’ 
charms, and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support of Antony s 
abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on Armenia the follow- 
ing year. Antony s adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra and his promise to bestow most of Rome s 
eastern possessions upon her and her children led his partner in power, 
Octavian, to declare war in 32 BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign 
and suffered a heavy naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after 
which he and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian 's approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing 
the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony 8 victory over Armenia, which 
was used as propaganda to bolster his image back in Rome after failing 
to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian campaign, Antony had enlisted the 
help of Armenia; however, when it became evident that their side would 
lose the war, King Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this 
abandonment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. In order 
to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, and in 37 BC, 
used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes II. This monetary 
backing became known as the “Donations of Alexandria” and the result- 
ing political fallout of this “donation” was swift. Octavian used Antony's 
entanglement with Egypt, and Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his 
own politically tenuous coalition with Antony, turning the people against 
the couple and thereby sealing their fate.

Part of a larger series of Actium issues, this reverse type references the 
temple of Apollo at Actium which overlooked the sea where Octavian de- 
feated the combined naval forces of Marc Antony and Cleopatra VII. The 
Actium series of coins was one of several tools used by Octavian to so- 
lidify his political legacy and celebrate his ‘divinely’ won victory over the 
Antonian-Ptolemaic fleet. Soon after, he installed a monument dedicated 
to Mars, Neptune and Apollo on the very spot his tent previously rested; 
renovated the temple of Apollo; established a new city, Nicopolis, which 
connected several regional communities; and eventually founded the Ac- 
tian games to take place in this new city.

Augustus’ large “bull coinage” struck at the Gallic mint of Lugdunum came at a time of aggressive expansion for the regime. The bull is a visual refer- 
ence to the city of Thurium in Lucania, to which Octavian s household had a strong connection. While serving as Praetor, the father of Octavian, Gaius 
Octavius, led Roman forces to victory over a band of rebel slaves near Thurium in 60 BC. Probably in commemoration of this Victory, Octavius bestowed 
on his then three-year-old son the cognomen Thurinus. Octavius died the following year and young Octavian soon dropped Thurinus from his name com- 
pletely, but after his rise to power he recalled the familial connection by using a charging bull (the type used by Thurium in its Greek coinage of previous 
centuries) in its imagery.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult 
act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a 
commendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cau- 
tious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empire's 
finances in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and 
began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely the 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The re- 
sulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial 
supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. There are reports that, 
in the end, Tiberius did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, be- 
lieved rumors that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a 
pillow, and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the plethora of 
types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for both 
silver denarii and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uni- 
formity of type makes it virtually impossible to date any particular aureus 
or denarius more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of 
his reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in the 
same year as the momentous event he probably never heard about, the 
crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 34. The 
coin associated most closely to Tiberius is the “Tribute Penny,” the silver 
version of this aureus, as they are mentioned in the Bible.

Germanicus, the father of Gaius, was the John F: Kennedy of his gen- 
eration - enormously popular with the Roman masses for his good looks, 
impeccable genes, attractive family, and wartime heroics. His untimely 
death only added to his legend. The grandson of Augustus’ wife Livia, 
Germanicus was so named for his father Drusus ’s spectacular conquests 
in Germany during the second decade of Augustus reign. After the Varian 
disaster of AD 9 had undone most of these conquests, Germanicus took 
up leadership of a Roman army and rushed to the German frontier to 
prevent a general collapse. At the death of Augustus in AD 14, the Rhine 
legions attempted to acclaim Germanicus as Emperor, but he refused the 
honor and gave his support to his uncle Tiberius. By AD 15, Germani- 
cus had built a formidable army and crossed the Rhine to exact revenge 
on the treacherous chieftain Arminius, who had led Varus to his doom. 
Over the course of two excruciatingly difficult campaigns, Germanicus 
rebuilt Roman prestige and inflicted a seemingly decisive defeat on the 
Germans at Idistoviso in AD 16. Tiberius, however, recalled him to Rome, 
allowing eastern Germany to once again slip from Roman control. Ger- 
manicus received a rapturous welcome and seemed clearly marked out 
as heir apparent; however, during a diplomatic mission to the East in AD 
19, Germanicus fell ill and died under highly suspicious circumstances. 
Wags blamed the jealous Tiberius, acting through his agent G. Calpurnius 
Piso, governor of Syria. A show trial of Piso, which ended in his suicide, 
failed to alleviate suspicion, and Germanicus’ widow Agrippina became 
the locus of resistance to the regime. She and her sons Drusus and Nero 
accordingly suffered persecution and death; only the youngest son, Gaius, 
survived. He, alas, proved a most unworthy son to a great father, but that 
is another story.

In the tumultuous corridors of Roman power, where ambition often brewed 
treachery, one man stood apart, both an unlikely heir and a shrewd ruler: 
Claudius, fourth in line to the imperial throne. Born with physical im- 
pairments that rendered him an outsider in the cutthroat world of Roman 
politics, Claudius found an unexpected path to power in the wake of em- 
peror Caligula ’s bloody demise in AD 41. Cowering in fear in the imperial 
palace and assuming that he was to be their next victim, Claudius was in 
shock when the imperial henchmen declared him to be Caligula’s suc- 
cessor. He had in fact been the last sole surviving male heir to the Julio- 
Claudian dynasty. The elite Praetorian Guard gave him sanctuary behind 
the walls of their fort in Rome, the Castra Praetoria. Emperor Claudius’ 
astute recognition of the Praetorians’ pivotal role in his ascent was boldly 
etched onto the coins of his realm. With the Praetorians as his steadfast 
sentinels (a bond of loyalty cemented by copious gifts of money), Claudius 
guided Rome through an era marked by conquest and consolidation. The 
reverse of this spectacular aureus depicts the Praetorian camp and the 
legend “IMPER RECEPT” — “The Emperor Received,” a direct refer- 
ence to the episode at the aftermath of Caligula ’s assassination.

Son of the great general Drusus, and Antonia, niece of the emperor Augus- 
tus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-positioned when he was born 
in 10 BC. But a serious childhood illness left him with a limp, a stammer, 
and other qualities that made him the black sheep of the family. While 
these problems barred him from a political career, such exclusion also 
granted him immunity from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Cal- 
igula’s assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving 
Julio-Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found 
him cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they immediately acclaimed 
him as Emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a substan- 
tial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing him, he eas- 
ily forced the Senate to accept him as the next princeps. Once installed, 
Claudius surprised everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. 
In AD 43, he ordered the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first ma- 
jor addition of territory to the Empire since the days of Augustus. 


He exercised discernment in his selection of provincial governors and 
exhibited adept diplomacy in handling foreign relations. However, his no- 
table shortcomings lay in his excessive attention to minutiae, dependence 
on freedmen and close associates, and his questionable choices in roman- 
tic partners. His third wife, Messalina, known for her promiscuity, wielded 
significant influence as Empress and became embroiled in a scandalous 
conspiracy in AD 48, which posed a threat to his rule. Subsequently, his 
next wife, Agrippina the Younger, skillfully utilized her influence to con- 
solidate her own power and advance the position of her son, Nero, from a 
previous marriage, within the succession plans. This done, she fed Claudi- 
us a dish of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13- 
year reign to an end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, 
Claudius had been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern 
for the Flavians and the reigns that followed.

Nero, born Lucius Domitius Ahenobarbus in 37 AD, ascended to the Ro- 
man imperial throne in 54 AD, initiating a tumultuous reign that both 
captivated and horrified contemporaries. Initially perceived as a youthful 
and promising ruler, Nero s early years were marked by relative stability. 
However, his later years were characterized by a series of erratic and 
tyrannical acts. Nero's infatuation with the arts and his lavish spending 
on grandiose construction projects, such as the Domus Aurea, strained 
the Roman treasury. His ruthless suppression of the Pisonian conspiracy 
and persecution of Christians tarnished his legacy further. The Great Fire 
of Rome in 64 AD, though often attributed to Nero, remains a subject of 
historical debate. Ultimately, Nero's reign culminated in a revolt by the 
Roman Senate, leading to his suicide in 68 AD, marking the end of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty and leaving a complex legacy as both a patron of 
the arts and a symbol of tyranny in Roman history.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC, and early on displayed a gift for cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he enjoyed the favor of 
the emperors Augustus, Tiberius, and Caligula, as well as the empress Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces helped launch his public career. Elected 
consul in AD 33, he served as governor in Germany and Africa before, late in life, accepting Nero's appointment as proconsul of Nearer Spain. This came 
as Nero's popularity was plummeting in Rome, and the aristocracy began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for leadership. In March of AD 68, 

Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt and offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero's regime collapsed and, at the age of 70, 

Galba found himself hailed as emperor, the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He made his way back to Rome and embarked on an austerity 
program to restore the state's finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved oblivious to the realities of his situation and soon managed to offend nearly 
every segment of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage the situation by adopting a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius Piso, as his successor, 

but this only alienated another key supporter, M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped to be chosen Caesar himself. Otho bribed Praetorian officers, and on 15 
January AD 69, they attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them to pieces. His entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only the open- 
ing act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian Tacitus pronounced Galba’s epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he possessed the 
makings of a great ruler- had he never ruled.”

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho grew up 
as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in life. He had a 
peculiar abhorrence for body hair and depilated every part of his body, 
including his head. To cover his baldness, he then wore a carefully made 
wig. Otho became one of the Emperor Nero's high-living friends, but this 
changed abruptly when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Poppaea. 
Otho was thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), where 
he stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero’ regime collapsed in AD 68, 
Otho was one of Galba’s earliest supporters and fully expected to be 
named the old man’s heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young aristo- 
crat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his removal. 
He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on 15 January AD 69, 
after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But he im- 
mediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor of lower 
Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried north to 
the River Po, his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, but Otho 
was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. The sharp clash 
at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively against him, and he stabbed 
himself in the heart the morning of April 16 or 17 AD 69, ending a brief 
reign of about 90 days. His noble end gained him a respect that had eluded 
him in life.

Born the son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius in AD 15, Aulus 
Vitellius was raised in the lap of luxury. The younger Vitellius developed 
a penchant for gambling, along with a gourmand ’ appetite and corpulent 
physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, where he acquitted himself well 
but resumed his disreputable habits in later years. This served to land 
him heavily in debt by the time Nero’ regime collapsed, in AD 68. The 
new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius governor of Germania Inferior, 
believing him to be utterly without ambition or talent and, therefore, a safe 
choice. But officers in the Rhine legions grew disenchanted with Galba’s 
parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to make a try for the throne. 


On 1 January AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at 
the city of Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bo- 
nuses and easy discipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and 
Raetia over to his cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of 
a Bacchic procession, with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the 
countryside. In the meantime, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by 
Otho, who marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought 
First Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, and 
Otho opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was confirmed as em- 
peror, by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation as an excuse for one 
long banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delica- 
cies from all over the Empire. While he indulged his appetites, the armies 
of the East proclaimed General Vespasian as emperor on I July, launching 
a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined in the revolt 
and invaded Italy on Vespasian’s behalf. Within weeks, soldiers loyal to 
Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all opposition. 
They found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper s quarters. Hauled 
half-naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, and 
slain. His corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

The famous reverse legend IVDAEA CAPTA refers to the triumph of Vespasian s son Titus over the Jewish rebels and the destruction of the Second Temple 
in Jerusalem the prior year. Six hundred years earlier, the Babylonian king Nebuchadnezzar II and his conquering army had destroyed the Temple of 
Jerusalem, carrying away the Jewish people as slaves back to Babylon. The Romans chose to leave the subjugated Jewish population in place, a mistake 
that would come back to haunt them in the Bar Kokhba Revolt 60 years later. But if not steal the Jewish population as the Babylonians had done, what 
did the Romans loot from Judaea as spoils of war? 


Though the Romans had been enraged by the insubordination of the Jews, they held a certain respect for the ancient nature of the Jewish religion and its 
institutions, part of the reason that Roman authorities permitted Judaism while persecuting newer “cults” like Christianity. When the triumphant army of 
Titus descended upon the city in August AD 70, they fixated on the Temple, the center of the Jewish faith and therefore of the revolt against Rome. Before 
destroying the structure, the Roman legionaries looted the sacred relics of the Temple, including the Table of the Sacred Bread, a table of solid gold that 
held various food and drink that was a type of permanent offering to God. But the greatest prize of all was the gold menorah, which was paraded through 
the streets of Rome along with the aforementioned Table and the sacred trumpets during Titus’ triumph. The whole scene, including the menorah, is fea- 
tured prominently on the Arch of Titus, which still stands today in Rome.

Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in AD 41, the son of the successful 
general Vespasian. He grew into an intelligent, handsome, and charm- 
ing young man who became his father’s second in command for the Ju- 
daean campaign of AD 66-69. When Nero’s regime collapsed, Vespasian 
marched on Rome while Titus took over direction of the Judaean war, 
which culminated in the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Titus next served 
as Praetorian Prefect and was utterly ruthless in protecting his family s 
stranglehold on power. When Vespasian died in AD 79 and Titus was pro- 
claimed emperor, he soon emerged as an uncommonly benevolent and 
conscientious ruler. When the eruption of Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii and 
Herculaneum, and a major fire swept Rome months later, his generous 
relief measures won wide admiration. The historian Tacitus went so far 
as to call Titus the “darling of the human race.” However, his reign was 
destined to be short: Only two years after his accession he fell ill and 
died on 1 September AD 80 at the age of 40. Perhaps he was fortunate 
in the brevity of his reign, for the string of natural disasters had emptied 
the treasury and storm clouds were gathering on the military front. His 
brother Domitian, capable but far less affable, succeeded him.

Domitian, often remembered as a controversial figure in Roman history, 
lived a complex life marked by both admirable achievements and a dark 
reputation. Born in AD 51 into the esteemed Flavian family, his father 
Vespasian 8 rise to power marked the conclusion of the tumultuous Year 
of the Four Emperors in AD 69. Despite his auspicious lineage, Domitian 
spent much of his early life in the shadow of his elder brother Titus. This 
overshadowing may have contributed to the development of his reserved 
and resentful personality. However, when Titus passed away in AD 81 af- 
ter a brief two-year rule, Domitian swiftly stepped into the role of emperor, 
marking the beginning of his own rule within the Flavian dynasty. 


Domitian s reign, like that of Tiberius, began with promise and efficiency. 
He initiated numerous building projects, promoted the arts, and improved 
the administration of the Roman Empire. However, as time passed, his 
rule took a darker turn. He became increasingly paranoid, leading to 
purges and persecutions of perceived enemies. His reign ended with a 
sense of dread and violence, reminiscent of the later years of Tiberius. 
Though Domitian s rule was marked by both accomplishments and atroci- 
ties, his legacy remains a testament to the complexity of leadership in the 
Roman Empire, where the balance between virtue and tyranny often hung 
in precarious equilibrium.

Domitian has gone down in history as a depraved tyrant, but he was certainly not a madman like Caligula, nor was he an incompetent dilettante like 
Nero. As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, resentful character. In 
AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus as Augustus, with Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two years before he fell ill 
and died in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted no time in seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He soon proved a conscientious, 
detail-oriented administrator who kept a firm hand on all facets of government. Despite his uneven military record, the legions loved Domitian for raising 
their pay by nearly 50 percent. But Domitian 8 suspicion of the aristocracy soon deepened into paranoia. Unsuccessful conspiracies against him in AD 87 
and 89 caused him to abandon all restraint, and by AD 93 Rome was in the grip of a reign of terror. Even Domitian s wife came to fear for her life, and 
she encouraged the emperor s personal attendants to plot against him, leading to his murder in AD 96.

Domitian ’s wars against the Germans are described by his biographers 
as farcical affairs unworthy of celebration, but this likely stems from the 
hostile press he received after his assassination. Shortly after securing the 
throne, he set off with the legions in a campaign against the Chatti in AD 
83, after which he claimed the title Germanicus, seen on this gold aureus 
issued about a decade later. Whether the campaign was punitive in nature, 
or just an opportunity for Domitian to gain credibility with the Legions, 
it does seem to have enabled him to secure Roman control of the frontier 
area known as the Agri Decumates, which remained in Roman hands for 
another century and a half.

Sex—a hidden and risqué topic in our modern world—was an open and 
ubiquitous subject in the visual art, literature, and religion of Ancient 
Rome. These brass coins from the late 1st century BC, referred to by their 
discoverers as spintriae, provide coin collectors with the opportunity to 
gain exposure to the genre of Roman erotic art. But the exact meaning 
and use of the spintriae have remained a mystery to scholars. On the ob- 
verse are partners engaged in carnal activities, and on the reverse are 
the Roman numerals I-XVI. It has been noted that there is no consistency 
between the combinations of images and numbers. The most common hy- 
pothesis for these tokens is that the manager (leno/lena) of the brothel 
(lupanarium) would exchange the cash of their customers for these to- 
kens, which would then be given to the prostitutes in exchange for carnal 
services, perhaps even for what was specifically depicted on the obverse 
of the coin. With only 16 numerals present on the reverse of these brass to- 
kens and there being 16 asses to a denarius (which was the average daily 
pay ofa Roman soldier), it appear like the spintriae correlate with regular 
Roman currency, perhaps for exclusive use in brothels. 


However there are several pitfalls to this theory. The first is many brass 


tokens have been found with obverses depicting the faces of members of 


the imperial family (Augustus, Livia, & Tiberius) and nearly identical re- 
verses of numerals within a wreath. This expands the use case for these 
tokens to being game pieces or souvenirs from an imperial festival. The 
second point of weakness for the ‘brothel token’ thesis is that no alterna- 
tive form of coin-based currency exists for any other sub-economy within 


the Roman economy. The clearest evidence for the possible purpose of 


the spintriae was acknowledged by archaeologist Luciana Jacobelli, who 
proposed the ‘locker room’ thesis based on comparisons with frescoes 
found in the Suburban Baths of Pompeii depicting erotic scenes with nu- 
merals nearly identical to those found on the brass tokens. The pairing 
of the images with numerals indicated the location of lockers used by the 
baths cliental for storing their clothes, towels, etc.; in this setting, the 
spintriae would have been tokens used by Romans to remember where 
they kept their clothes while using the baths.

Marcus Ulpius Trajanus, better known as Trajan, carved his name in his- 
tory as one of ancient Rome s most illustrious emperors, renowned for his 
military prowess and strategic brilliance. Born the son of a prominent 
Roman senator under the reign of Vespasian, Trajan followed his father's 
career in provincial military administration. Having just received the title 
Germanicus from his exploits at the Germanic frontier, Trajan ascended 
to power in AD 98 with the death of the elderly Emperor Nerva. Under 
Trajan the Roman Empire reached its greatest territorial extent, encom- 
passing vast swathes of land across Europe, Asia, and Africa. His military 
campaigns, particularly the Dacian Wars, secured valuable resources and 
strategic advantages for the empire. Trajan’ conquests also extended 
into the Middle East, where he captured territories such as Armenia and 
Mesopotamia, further consolidating Roman influence in the region. Be- 
yond his military achievements, Trajan was renowned for his benevolent 
governance and commitment to public welfare. He implemented extensive 
building projects, including the construction of roads, bridges, and aq- 
ueducts, which facilitated trade and communication throughout the em- 
pire, while also completing iconic landmarks such as Trajan Column 
and Trajan s Forum in Rome, showcasing his enduring legacy as a patron 
of architecture and urban development. Trajan’s reign is remembered as 
achieving the heights of the golden age of the Roman Empire, character- 
ized by stability, prosperity, and imperial expansion.

Aelius Caesar began life circa AD 104, as Lucius Ceionius Commodus, 
son of the distinguished senator by the same name that was consul in 
the year AD 106. Handsome and affable, Lucius entered public service 
in his 20s and rose steadily through the ladder of public offices until he 
attracted the attention of the Emperor Hadrian, who by the mid AD 130s 
was aging rapidly and searching for a suitable heir. Upon attaining the 
consulship, in AD 136, Aelius was formally adopted by Hadrian and took 
the name Lucius Aelius Caesar, clearly marking him out as successor to 
the throne. Historians have long speculated as to why Hadrian chose the 
seemingly unimpressive Aelius, some even postulating that he was Hadri- 
an illegitimate son. In any case, his elevation was duly celebrated with 
elaborate games and Hadrian even coerced the deaths of two potential 
rivals, that were accused of plotting a coup. In AD 137, Aelius served 
another consulship and was granted the tribunician power, making him 
Hadrian s junior partner in government. He left for Pannonia that year to 
gain experience managing a province; however, the climate was hard on 
his already frail constitution, and he returned to Rome in the winter hav- 
ing contracted tuberculosis. He fell seriously ill on New Year's Eve and 
died early on I January AD 138, prompting Hadrian to remark that he 
had “leaned against a tottering wall.” This beautiful gold aureus depicts 
the doomed heir Aelius with a luxuriant head of curls and a longer beard 
than Hadrian 5, setting the style for the Antonine rulers that followed. The 
reverse depicts Concordia, goddess of harmony, perhaps a call for calm 
after the turbulent settlement of succession.

Born in AD 86 as T. Aurelius Fulvius Boionius Antoninus to a wealthy 
family from Nemausus in Gaul. His grandfather and father had each risen 
to Consul, and like them, he entered the Senate at the appropriate age and 
enjoyed a distinguished career. Around AD 120, he married Annia Galeria 
Faustina, an aristocratic lady of Spanish descent with family ties to the 
emperors Trajan and Hadrian. He earned a consulship in AD 130 and 
served as the Proconsul of Asia. Tall, handsome, and widely admired for 
his sober judgment, he soon attracted the attention of Hadrian, who made 
him a close advisor. When Hadrian’ intended successor, Aelius, died 
early in AD 138, the ailing emperor settled on the 52-year-old Antoninus 
as his replacement. Hadrian died on July 10, and Antoninus succeeded 
without serious opposition. Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never 
left Italy and was content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity 
were his watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel 
for 24 years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor flare-ups 
in northern Britain and northern Africa disturbed the general peace. The 
jrontiers were maintained and defended, with his decision to build a new 
wall in Britain 90 miles north of the Hadrian's Wall the only instance of 
imperial expansion. He carefully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his succes- 
sor but neglected to provide him with any military training. In fact, the 
mild, civilian character of his reign may have unwittingly allowed storm 
clouds to gather and strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. Nev- 
ertheless, later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect emperor, and 
the tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a lost golden age.

Born Lucius Ceionius Commodus, Lucius Verus was the son of Aelius Cae- 
sar, the favored heir of Emperor Hadrian. Aelius’s premature demise in 
AD 138 thrust Lucius into the uncertainty of imperial succession. Hadrian 
instead chose to adopt Antoninus Pius as his replacement, a seasoned 
senator who agreed to ascend to the throne on the condition of a more 
hereditarily adoptive line of succession by naming both Lucius—the son 
of Hadrian ’s initial choice as heir—and Hadrian's great-nephew Marcus 
Aurelius as his heirs. Following the death of Antoninus Pius in 161, the 
Senate planned to confirm Marcus alone, but he insisted on Lucius 5 el- 
evation to Augustus. Lucius would take on Marcus’ family name, “Verus”’. 
Their co-reign forged an unprecedented partnership at the zenith of Ro- 
man power, amidst the distant thunder of Parthian aggression. Lucius, 
with the mantle of military leadership thrust upon him, embarked on a 
campaign to repel the eastern threat. His notorious affair with a low-born 
mistress caused Marcus to fast-track Lucius’ marriage to his thirteen- 
year-old niece, Lucilla, in 163. Although Lucius spent the duration of the 


war living a life of luxury and licentiousness in Asia Minor, the success of 


his generals in reconquering the Armenian capital at Artaxata and sack- 
ing the Parthian capital at Csetiphon earned him a triumph in 166 and 
two new titles—Armeniacus and Parthicus Maximus. Yet these victories 
also sowed the seeds of catastrophe. As the Roman legions returned, they 
brought back with them an epidemic that would ravage the Empire—the 
Antonine Plague. Returning from the Germanic front in 169, Lucius suc- 
cumbed to the merciless grip of smallpox, a victim of the very plague his 
victories had unwittingly unleashed.

The second of six daughters born to Marcus Aurelius and Faustina Junior, Lucilla grew up as an imperial princess, with the strange mix of power and 
helplessness such a position entailed in ancient Rome. In AD 161, at the age of 12, she was betrothed to Lucius Verus, who was her father’s adoptive 
brother and co-emperor. The marriage took place three years later in Ephesus, while Lucius was on campaign against the Parthians in the East. Although 
Lucius had a wandering eye and Lucilla was no model of fidelity, the marriage endured until his sudden death from a stroke in AD 169. Much against 
her wishes, her father then married her off to a distinguished elderly senator, Tiberius Claudius Pompienus. Although her husband was one of the most 
powerful men in government, Lucilla was no longer Augusta, or empress, a situation she found increasingly intolerable. The death of Marcus and the 
accession of her brother Commodus, in AD 180, made matters worse, since she frequently quarreled with him and envied his wife, Crispina, who now 
held the title of Augusta. In AD 182, she entered into a plot with one of her lovers to do away with Commodus. But the assassin hesitated after drawing 
the knife and was wrestled to the ground before he could strike. When Lucilla ’s role in the plot was exposed, she was arrested and exiled to the island of 
Capri. Her death, either by starvation or execution, came shortly thereafter.

Commodus, the last emperor of the Antonine Dynasty, is seen here at the 
age of 17 or 18. The reverse announces his Tribunician Power for the 
third time, the title of Imperator (victorious general) for the second time, 
the office of Consul, and the honorific Pater Patriae (“father of the fa- 
therland”), all rather heady stuff for a youth who would normally just be 
making his first steps on the cursus honorum (“course of honor”). The 
hurried assignment of high office to Commodus surely reflects the desire 
of his father, Marcus Aurelius, to ensure a secure, stable succession in the 
wake of the abortive rebellion by Avidius Cassius in AD 176, which was 
predicated on the belief that Marcus was gravely ill and Commodus too 
young, or entirely unsuited, for office.

The sole reign of Commodus, AD 180-192, is often viewed as the tipping point where the Roman Empires long decline began. Commodus has thus been 
featured in novels, plays, and feature films as a villain, most recently in the cinema epics “Fall of the Roman Empire” (1964) and “Gladiator” (2001). Son 
of the greatly revered “Philosopher Emperor” Marcus Aurelius (AD 161-180), Commodus was the first emperor born “in the purple” in AD 161. Marcus 
made him co-Augustus in AD 177. He accompanied Marcus on a military campaign against the Germans in AD 178; worn out by his exertions, Marcus 
died on 17 March AD 180. Freed of his dutiful father s control, Commodus immediately cut a deal with the Germans and abandoned all further plans of 
military conquest. Returning to Rome, he plunged into sensual pursuits and left governing to a succession of favorites who plundered the public purse 
and aggrandized themselves. While Commodus continued and worsened the debasement of Roman silver coinage begun by his father, the gold coinage 
remained of high purity, weight, and artistry. This beautiful aureus, struck early in his sole reign, depicts him as a young man very much in the image of 
his father. The historians Dio and Herodian both describe him as exceptionally handsome, a picture borne out by his coin portraits and sculpture. The 
reverse evokes the “Security of the Public” in an uncertain age.

The brief, tragic reign of Helvius Pertinax stands as evidence of how far 
talent and hard work could take an individual in the Roman world, as 
well as the dangers of high office. Pertinax began life as the son of a 
freed slave. Given a good education, he first became a school teacher, 
then began a career with the Roman Legions and rose quickly. He won 
the confidence of the Emperor Marcus Aurelius during the Marcommanic 
War, when he took charge of a legion and intercepted a barbarian horde 
invading Italy. He was made a senator and heaped with honors, includ- 
ing the governorships of Moesia, Dacia, and Syria. With Commodus de- 
scending into megalomania, a conspiracy formed and the plotters saw 
the elderly, widely respected Pertinax as the ideal candidate to replace 
him. Whether he was privy to the plot is uncertain, but immediately after 
the murder of Commodus on 31 December AD 192, Pertinax went to the 
Praetorian camp, promised the guard a bonus, and was proclaimed em- 
peror. The Senate enthusiastically ratified his elevation and he initiated a 
number of popular reforms against the excesses of Commodus, including 
a crackdown on military indiscipline. This, along with his failure to pay 
the promised donative, alienated the Praetorians, who held true power in 
Rome. Although one plot against him was thwarted, Pertinax made the 
mistake of trying to quell another mutiny by addressing the guard in per- 
son. In the middle of the address, a soldier hurled his spear and transfixed 
him. Pertinax had ruled all of 86 days. Due to the brevity of his reign, the 
coinage of Pertinax is quite rare, but of unusually high artistic quality.

The coin’s surfaces shimmer in a stunningly vibrant shade of goldenrod, 
enhancing the finely crafted details of the portrait. This exquisite detailing 
is beautifully complemented by the simple yet sharply defined designs 
of the deities on the reverse, creating a harmonious and visually striking 
piece. 


L. Septimius Severus was the first Roman emperor of African origins, and 
this aureus type makes an oblique reference to his background. Struck in 
AD 194, the reverse depicts the demigods Hercules and Bacchus, both 
patron deities of the emperor's hometown of Leptis Magna, on the North 
African coast. Severus greatly favored his native province and his home- 
town in particular. The impact of his generosity, in the form of a massive 
building campaign, can still be seen in the city’s well-preserved ruins to- 
day. Hercules and Bacchus were also known as the “Divine Heralds” (Dis 
Auspicibus), who mediated between humankind and the Olympian deities, 
and are so named in the legend.

Born in Lugdunum in AD 188, while his father was serving as governor 
of Gaul, Lucius Septimius Bassianus started out life as a cheerful, affable 
youth whose character deteriorated as he gained more prestige and pow- 
er. His father, Septimius Severus, seized the throne and defended it against 
all rival claimants during the civil wars of AD 193-197. Bassianus was 
named Caesar in AD 195 and was further elevated to co-Augustus with his 
father three years later, when he was only 10. His name was changed to 
Marcus Aurelius Antoninus in honor of the revered Antonine dynasty, but 
the boy preferred barbarian manners and fashions, and he soon earned a 
nickname after a type of hooded Germanic cloak he liked to wear - Cara- 
calla (or, in modern terms, “hoodie”).

The first eight years of Severus Alexander's reign were mercifully free of 
serious external threats. In AD 230, however, the new Sasanian king of 
Persia, Ardashir I, staged a major invasion of Rome's eastern provinces, 
besieging the important border city of Nisibis and raiding as far as Cap- 
padocia. Peaceful by nature and with no military training, Alexander was 
ill-equipped to deal with the situation. His mother Julia Mamaea, the real 
ruler of the state, made peace offers to the Sasanians, which were haugh- 
tily rebuffed. Alexander was thus compelled to mount an expedition to the 
east. The martial tone of this beautiful aureus is likely part of the propa- 
ganda build-up to war.

An enduring mystery is the excellent quality of the Roman coinage of Gord- 
ian I and I, whose reign totaled 21 days, during which neither emperor 
left North Africa. Despite their brief production run, coins of Gordian I 
and II are notable for their fine portraiture and careful quality control. 
Both portraits are distinctive, carefully engraved, and clearly modeled on 
the actual rulers. There seems to have been no “interim phase” during 
which the imperial portrait was simply a modified version of the prede- 
cessor (as with Trajan and Maximinus I, both of whom were absent from 
Rome when raised to the purple). Two possibilities suggest themselves: 
(1) The “spontaneous” revolt of the Gordians in Africa had actually been 
carefully planned in advance, with coin dies prepared in secret from busts 
provided to the mint workers by their backers in the Senate; (2) the pro- 
duction of coins for Gordian I and II extended well beyond their brief 
reign, perhaps running concurrently with the coinage of Balbinus, Pupi- 
enus and Gordian II as Caesar, allowing time for proper effigies of the 
deceased rulers to be provided to the mint.

Born on the Danubian frontier, Gaius Messius Quintus Trajanus De- 
cius came to the throne with a ready-made agenda for the restoration of 
Rome ’s fading glory. He tried several innovations on the financial front, 
including the introduction of a new coin denomination, the double-sester- 
tius. Despite these measures, the gold coinage of Decius shows a sharp 
acceleration in the debasement witnessed over the previous two decades, 
which had seen the aureus drop from about 6.5 grams under Severus Al- 
exander (AD 222-235) to about 4.5 grams under Philip I (AD 244-249). 
Aurei struck near the beginning of his reign average about the same as 
Philip s, but this plummets by more than a gram over the course of the next 
18 months. Perhaps seeking to confiscate their estates and replenish the 
treasury, he cracked down harshly on those he believed were undermining 
the ancient traditions of Rome. Christianity was particularly singled out, 
and thousands of Christians were forced to either make sacrifice to Rome & 
gods or face torture, execution and seizure of assets. Renewed barbar- 
ian invasions late in AD 250 took his attention away from domestic af- 
fairs. Seeking a decisive battle, Decius pursued the fleeing Goths into the 
marshes of Abrittus and straight into an ambush. Decius and about half 
of his army perished in the debacle, the first time a Roman emperor had 
fallen to a foreign enemy. The Christians claimed it was God's revenge on 
an arch-persecutor. In any case, the catastrophe at Abrittus accelerated 
the Roman Empire’ slide into anarchy.

Aurelian stands as a pivotal figure, for during the course of five action- 
packed years he stitched together a fragmented Roman Empire and put 
it firmly on the path to recovery. An Illyrian of humble origins, Lucius 
Domitius Aurelianus rose through the ranks of the Roman army along 
with a cadre of Danubian officers who formed a warrior elite. Acclaimed 
emperor after the death of Claudius II in AD 270, Aurelian immediately 


faced a rapid-fire series of invasions by several barbarian tribes, which 


he defeated in turn. He next turned his attention to the East, which had 
broken away under the rule of Queen Zenobia of Palmyra. In two light- 
ning campaigns in AD 272 and 273, he routed Zenobia s formidable army 
and took Palmyra by storm. Barely pausing for breath, he led his legions 
into Gaul, which had been ruled by a separatist government for 14 years. 
His army routed the Gallo-Roman forces and their ruler Tetricus made 


formal submission to Rome. Senate and people rightly acclaimed Aurelian 


as “Restorer of the World” (Restitutor Orbis). He further hoped to impose 
a kind of religious unity on the empire by encouraging the quasi mono- 
theistic cult of Sol Invictus, the Unconquered Sun, and designated De- 
cember 25th as the gods birthday, unwittingly creating Christmas. In AD 
275, Aurelian planned to invade Persia, but a dishonest secretary feared 
his wrath and procured his assassination. His reign was one of colossal 
achievement that made possible the great Roman revival of the later third 
and fourth centuries.

The son of Constantine the Great's half-brother, young Flavius Constan- 
tius Julianus barely survived a massacre of his branch of the family in AD 
337 and was raised in an atmosphere of austere piety at a remote fortress 
in Cappadocia. The blood feuds of early Christianity soured him on the 
faith and made him an admirer of classical learning and paganism. He 
studied in Athens in the AD 350s and won the friendship and protection 
of Eusebia, wife of his cousin, the Emperor Constantius I. In AD 355 he 
became Caesar under Constantius and was tasked with rescuing Gaul, 
suffering furious barbarian attack. Lacking any experience of soldiery, 
Julian proved an amazingly quick study and soon led the Roman army to 
a smashing victory over German invaders at Strasbourg in AD 357. He 
also reduced taxation and introduced administrative reforms that won him 
enormous popularity in the West and alarmed the suspicious Constantius. 
This solidus, struck in Antioch at the outset of his reign as Caesar, shows 
Julian as a beardless youth dressed for war, a task at which he proved 
surprisingly adept.

The brief, troubled reign of Marcus Maecilius Flavius Eparchius Avitus 
came against a backdrop of chaos, disintegration, and intrigue in the dy- 
ing West Roman Empire. Avitus was a Romano-Gallic nobleman of high 
standing who served as an envoy between the Roman Senate and the Vi- 
sigoths who now ruled large swaths of Gaul and Spain. Upon the death of 
the usurper Petronius Maximus at Rome in AD 455, Avitus easily gained 
the support of the Visigothic king, Theodoric II, and was proclaimed em- 
peror of the West at Arles in southern Gaul on July 9 or 10. An assembly 
of Gallo-Roman nobles ratified the elevation at Toulouse the following 
month, and the East Roman Emperor Marcian gave his approval in Sep- 
tember. The aristocrats and common folk of Italy, however, viewed Avitus 
as a Gallic interloper and gave him a cool reception upon his arrival at 
Ravenna. Badly in need of military prestige, Avitus looked about for a ca- 
pable general to lead his armies and found one in the Romanized barbar- 
ian Ricimer, who had won a naval battle against the Vandals off the coast 
of Corsica early in AD 456. But Ricimer had grand designs of his own. 
Appointed Master of Soldiers, he soon began intriguing with Majorian, 
the dashing Roman officer leading the army of Italy, to undermine Avi- 
tus’ feeble regime. A severe famine in Italy only worsened the position of 
Avitus, whose Visigothic allies were now preoccupied with a war against 
the Suevi in Spain. Under pressure from the Italian bluebloods, Avitus 
dismissed his Gothic bodyguards and Gallic advisors, which only left him 
more vulnerable. The final coup d’etat came on 17 October AD 456, when 
Majorian and Ricimer withdrew their support and simply declared Avitus 
deposed. He fled Rome, hoping to make safe haven in Gaul, but was over- 
taken by Ricimer, forced to abdicate, and consecrated bishop of Piacenza 
(a common means of permanently removing someone from government 
service). He never lived to take up his clerical post, dying a few days or 
weeks later, either of natural causes or on Ricimer 8 orders. The rare coin- 
age of Avitus reflects his Gallic origins, as most of the coins in his name 
appear to have been struck at the newly reopened mint of Arelate (modern 
Arles), where he was first acclaimed emperor.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first numismatic 
representation of Jesus and immediately followed the ruling of the Trullan 
Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be depicted in human form. Justinian 
II was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his coinage 
was a reflection of this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, 
and was likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hellenistic 
depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that Justinian’s choice to 
produce this new type came in response to the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al- 
Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style solidi bearing the Islamic statement of 
faith (the shahada) in AD 692, which he used in payment of tribute to the 
Emperor prior to the decisive Umayyad victory at the Battle of Sebastopo- 
lis later that year.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both Roman 
and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman ruled the Em- 
pire in her own right. Previous empresses had effectively wielded supreme 
power, but only by using a male figurehead as nominal ruler. An Athenian 
beauty of renowned intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the wife of Em- 
peror Leo IV. When Leo died in AD 780, Irene ruled as regent for their 
adolescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her ouster. 
But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with a series of military 
blunders and public scandals, Irene had him ousted and blinded in AD 
797, seizing sole power for herself. She won popularity with generous 
handouts and tax reductions, but the state's coffers soon emptied and she 


faced a series of military disasters that further undermined her position. 


Furthermore, the accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to 
declare the imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne 
was duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in AD 800. He in turn sent 
Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and Western 
Christendom under one government and changed the course of history, 
but it was not to be: In AD 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by her 


finance minister Nicephorus, who exiled her to Lesbos, where she died 


the following year. Her devotion to icons led to her canonization in the 
Orthodox Church.

After 
being acquired by Bank Industri Negara in 1957, its name changed to PT 
Logam Mulia, and by 1961, it transitioned into government ownership, 
eventually integrating into PT Aneka Tambang (Persero) Tbk as a busi- 
ness unit in 1968.

The Swedish occupation of Riga and Livonia ended as a result of the Great 
Northern War (1700-1721), a conflict that saw several European powers, 
including Russia, Denmark-Norway, and Saxony-Poland, oppose Swed- 
ish dominance in the Baltic. The war culminated in significant territo- 
rial losses for Sweden. Most notably, the Treaty of Nystad in 1721 ceded 
Livonia, along with other Baltic territories, to Russia, marking a major 
shift in regional power dynamics and effectively ending Sweden’ reign as 
a major power in the area. This marked the beginning of Russian influ- 
ence in Riga and Livonia, significantly altering the regions political and 
cultural landscape.

This beautiful gold decadrachm falls into the first series of coins 
struck under Agathocles, who ruled Syracuse as a military 
strongman or “tyrant” and later styled himself “King of Sicily.” 
In many ways he was a western counterpart to the Hellenistic 
rulers who carved up Alexander the Great’s vast empire to the 
east. The son of a simple potter, he joined the army and rose 
through the ranks to become a strategos, or general. Ambitious, 
audacious and unscrupulous, he was banished for attempting to 
overthrow the democratic government of Syracuse, but returned 
in 317 BC leading an army of mercenaries, seized the city, and 
banished or murdered all of his opponents. War with Carthage 
followed; with Syracuse under siege, he staged a daring attack 
on the African hinterlands of Carthage that turned the tide of war 
in his favor. Though ultimately defeated in Africa, Agathocles 
returned to Sicily strengthened and was able to conclude a treaty 
with Carthage on favorable terms.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily identified 
by Punic inscription as “The Camp” has long been a matter 
of conjecture and dispute. Recent research, adopted by Oliver 
Hoover in his Handbook of Coins of Sicily (CNG 2012), sug- 
gests the “Camp” mint to have been Entella, a fortress-like city 
located in central-west Sicily. Founded by the Trojans in the 
500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of Campanian mer- 
cenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to 
the Carthaginians (alternatively, the Campanians might have 
been employed by Carthage before they took the city). The city 
remained a Punic stronghold through most of the fourth century, 
although the Syracusan tyrant Timoleon briefly drove them out 
circa 342 BC (a peace treaty dividing Sicily, into Greek and 
Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC, returned Entella to 
Punic control). The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems to have 
been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used 
to being paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere 
closely to the Attic weight standard. Designs were usually based 
on the ubiquitous issues of Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses 
displaying their Carthaginian allegiance (the palm tree, phonix 
in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the term Phoenician). Horses 
also feature prominently, likely referring to the outstanding 
cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies.

Unfolding from 88 to 63 BC, the Mithradatic Wars encapsulate a 
series of three conflicts between the expanding Roman Republic 
and the Kingdom of Pontus under the leadership of Mithradates 
VI. These wars began primarily due to Roman territorial 
ambitions clashing with Mithradates VI’s desires to preserve 
and enhance his kingdom’s independence. The first war saw 
Mithradates taking control of the Roman province of Asia, result- 
ing in a brief period of Hellenistic resurgence. The tide turned 
with the arrival of the famed Roman general Sulla, leading to 
Mithradates’ defeat and a temporary peace with Rome. However, 
hostilities resumed, resulting in two more wars as Mithradates 
sought alliances with Rome’s enemies and attempted to reestab- 
lish his authority in Asia Minor. The wars concluded with the 
death of Mithradates in 63 BC and the absorption of Pontus into 
the Roman Republic. Throughout this tumultuous period, these 
wars considerably challenged Rome’s dominance, ultimately 
shaping the trajectory of the Republic’s expansion in Asia Minor. 
Furthermore, his interest in toxicology, partly propelled by his 


fear of being poisoned, birthed the concept of “Mithridatism” - a 


practice of consuming small doses of poisons to develop immu- 
nity.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater” of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse,” but with a blank 
or rudimentary “obverse,” as seen here. These were followed 
quickly by pieces displaying a series of parallel striations, the 
first example of something that could be termed an obverse 
“type.” Thus this “typeless trite” issue is among the very first 
coins struck by any culture.

The Hellenistic gold staters of Ephesus have been the subject of 
long-running debate over when they were struck. In the 1880s, 
the eminent Barklay V. Head assigned them to the period of the 
Mithradatic Wars, circa 88-86 BC, when Ephesus briefly came 
under the control of the Pontic King Mithradates VI Eupator. 
However, as more varieties were discovered over the next century, 
it became clear they were struck over a much longer period of 
time. G.K. Jenkins, in a 1987 article, placed them in two groups 
starting in the later second century BC, after the Roman takeover 
of Asia Province, in 133 BC, and linked the reverse symbols 
present on several varieties to similar symbols found on the 
common cistophoric tetradrachm coinage of the Roman era. 
Staters with a simpler two-letter ethnic, including the present 
example, belong to the earlier period, prior to ca. 100 BC, while 
coins with a longer form come later in the series.

The ancient city of Heraclea Pontica, nestled along the southern 
coast of the Black Sea, in present-day Turkey, has an intriguing 
history intertwined with the rise and fall of Hellenistic civiliza- 
tion. Founded by Megarian colonists in the 6th century BC, the 
city quickly became a significant maritime and trading hub, 
drawing its importance from its strategic location between the 
East and West.

Magnesia ad Maeandrum was founded on the banks of the 
Lecathus, a tributary of the Maeander river, in south-western 
Ionia circa the mid-700s BC by a tribe from Thessaly known as 
the Magnetes, plus colonists from Crete. In the mid-2nd century 
BC, Magnesia was among the cities that enjoyed a Renaissance 
of classical Greek coinage, issuing large and beautiful stepha- 
nophoric (“wreath bearing”) silver tetradrachms bearing a 
lovely head of the city’s patron goddess, Artemis, with a reverse 
depicting her brother Apollo standing atop a meander pattern. 
These coins carried the names of a series of magistrates (or, 
as suggested by Nicholas F. Jones, wealthy civic patrons who 
financed the coinage), including probably the same Euphemos 
and Pausanius named on this gold stater, allowing us to date 
this remarkable piece to the same era as the stephanophoric tet- 
radrachms, circa 155-145 BC. While Artemis graces the obverse, 
the reverse depiction of Nike driving a biga is otherwise unknown 
on any coinage of Magnesia and suggests that the issuance of our 
stater was in honor of a military victory of some kind, or perhaps 
the anniversary of a great victory. Since Magnesia was not itself 
a military powerhouse, the occasion must remain an open ques- 
tion, although the 40th anniversary of the Battle of Magnesia, 
which fell in December 150 BC, is a possibility. Although the 
battle between the Roman Republic and the Seleucid Kingdom 
occurred near a different Magnesia (ad Sipylum in Lydia), it 
effectively freed western Asia Minor from Seleucid control and 
gave the cities therein a large measure of autonomy within the 
loosely controlled Pergamene Kingdom.

This extremely rare electrum hecte bears the inscription 
KUKALIM in Lydian script, but exactly what this legend means, 
or who it represents, is as yet a mystery. These are seemingly 
contemporary to the WALWET hectes and trite, which are more; 
transliterated to Greek, this is rendered as “of Alyattes,” an early 
king of Lydia circa 610-560 BC. With a similar transliteration, 
KUKALIM can be rendered as “of Gyges,” and a king of that 
name is known to have reigned in Lydia, by varying estimations, 
either circa 716-678 BC or 680-644 BC. In fact Gyges founded 
the Mermnad Dynasty, to which the later Alyattes and Croesus 
belonged. This Gyges is also believed to have inspired the 
Biblical King Gog mentioned in Ezekial and Revelation. Tempting 
as it is to assign the KUKALIM coins to him, scholars have dem- 
onstrated that they cannot have been struck that early, and in fact 
die links with the reverse punches show that they were struck con- 
temporaneously with those of Alyattes. The most likely possibility 
is that the Gyges mentioned on the coin is a later member of the 
Mermnad Dynasty who was named after the founder, who either 
reigned jointly with Alyattes or as governor of a Lydian province.

Known examples of electrum coins inscribed in the name of the 
Lydian king Alyattes (rendered WALWET in the ancient Lydian 
script) were in the single digits until recently, when several exam- 
ples appeared on the market. They remain rare and are certainly 
among the first coins in history to carry an inscription along with 
a “type.” The dies of third-staters (trites) and sixth-staters 
(hectes) were engraved with two confronting lion heads with the 
Lydian legend between them; however, the flans are invariably 
too small to fully show both heads.

Although coin portraiture is commonly thought to be a Hellenistic 
invention, the first true portraits actually appeared in Lycia in 
the late Classical period, under the dynasts who ruled nominally 
as suzerains of the Persian Great King. Little is known about 
Mithrapata, who exercised control circa 390-370 BC, but his 
remarkable coin portraits, which show him on a human scale 
and with remarkable realism, offer a few intriguing hints. Unlike 
earlier Lycian dynasts, he does not wear the bashlyk, a Persian 
cap worn as a symbol of satrapal power, nor does he sport any 
godlike attributes. This could suggest Mithrapata had declared 
his independence of the Persian Empire, or that he favored Greek 
over Persian sensibilities.

Colchis, a prolific region within the classical world, is principally 
recognized for its notable mention in Greek mythology. it was the 
coveted destination of Jason and the Argonauts in their quest for 
the Golden Fleece. Historically, Colchis was an ancient kingdom 
and region on the eastern coast of the Black Sea, in present- 
day western Georgia. This region, stretching inland along the 
river courses that lead up into the Greater Caucasus mountains, 
boasted considerable wealth, particularly due to its agricul- 
tural richness and bountiful natural resources. It served as a 
significant nexus of trade and cultural interaction, as it stood at 
the critical intersection of Europe and Asia. Its unique status is 
reflected in the surviving items of Colchian art, which beautifully 
blend indigenous, Persian, Greek and Roman influences.

A loyal client king of Rome, Aristobulus supported the general 
Gnaeus Domitius Corbulo in the Roman-Parthian War of AD 
58-63. He received a portion of Greater Armenia as reward, 
and in AD 73 supplied troops to the governor of Syria, Lucius 
Caesennius Paetus, who had persuaded Vespasian that Antiochus 
IV of Commagene was planning to revolt and side with Vologases 
I of Parthia. Aristobulus’ decision to strike dated coins in only 
two years of his reign - years 13 (AD 66/7) and 17 (AD 70/1) - 
is significant as they mark the beginning and end of the First 
Jewish-Roman War respectively, honoring first Nero, then Titus, 
probably representing a public reaffirmation of Aristobulus’ 
loyalty to his Roman patrons.

Evagoras was born into the ruling family of Salamis, but was 
sent as a youth into exile as a hostage to the ruling Phoenicians, 
who controlled the island for the Persian Empire. In about 410 
BC he gained the support of about 50 fighting men in Cilicia 
and sailed back to Cyprus, where he seized control and ejected 
the Phoenicians. Expecting retaliation, he made common cause 
with the Greeks, particularly the Athenians, who provided him 
naval and financial support. Despite the defeat of Athens in the 
Peloponnesian War, Evagoras managed to extend his control over 
most of Cyprus and even seized several cities on the Phoenician 
coast. The Athenians double-crossed him in 387 BC with the 
Peace of Antialcidas, by which they acknowledged Persian rule 
over Phoenicia and Cyprus, but Evagoras fought doggedly 
against the Persians for another decade before finally agreeing 
to become their vassal king of Salamis in 376 BC. He was assas- 
sinated in 374 BC and succeeded by his son, Nicocles.

Antiochus I Soter reigned over the Seleucid Empire from 281 to 
261 BC, inheriting a realm marked by internal discord and exter- 
nal threats following the assassination of his father, Seleucus I 
Nicator, who had founded the empire in the aftermath of Alexander 
the Great's conquest of the Achaemenid Empire. Stretching from 
Anatolia to the borders of India, the Seleucid Empire represented 
one of the largest Hellenistic states, blending Greek, Persian, 
Mesopotamian, and other cultural influences into its governance, 
artistic expressions, and societal norms. Antiochus invoked 
Akkadian and Babylonian history and religion to link his rule 
over the Near East with his Persian predecessors. The empire's 
geographic location allowed it to monopolize the trade of war 
elephants between east and west—elephants from the India were 
preferred to their African counterparts due to their larger size. 
The title Soter (savior) was given to him in 275 BC by grateful 
Greek city-state allies who had been saved from a massive Gallic 
invasion by his army of war elephants, an event known as the 
Battle of the Elephants. The Gauls were resettled in northern part 
of Anatolia, a region thereafter referred to as Galatia. Antiochus 
I also spent much of his reign confronting rival Hellenistic king- 
doms such as Ptolemaic Egypt, Pergamon, and Macedon in a 
series of conflicts that often led to periods of instability within the 
empire. In the years following Antiochus I’s death, a provincial 
rebellion brewing in the north would escalate into the rise of the 
Parthian Empire and the downfall of the Seleucid dynasty as the 
dominant power in West Asia.

These pieces were first struck under Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), a 
brilliant ruler who built the famous Library of Alexandria and 
towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sister, 
the beautiful and ambitious Arsinée, in the manner of the old 
Egyptian pharaohs. To mark the occasion, he introduced the 
largest gold denomination yet seen in the Greek world, the mnaie- 
ion, so called because it was worth one mina (100 drachms) of 
silver, an enormous sum in ancient times. The typology of this 
dynastic gold issue celebrates the divine status of the deceased 
Ptolemy I and his wife, Berenice I, and by allusion, the divine 
status of the living sibling gods, Ptolemy LI and his sister-wife 
Arsinée II, as well.

The confusion around the reign of Diodotus I, including his 
coinage, mirrors a greater lack of understanding of the events 
of central Asia during the middle decades of the 3rd century 
BC. The Seleucid king Antiochus II, in whose name this coin 
was minted, was primarily concerned with his possessions in 
the Levant and Asia Minor, and he neglected the eastern satra- 
pies - Parthia, Aria, Bactria, etc. His death in 246 BC triggered 
the Third Syrian War, in which the Seleucids suffered a massive 
defeat to Ptolemaic Egypt, losing Palestine and many thousands 
of men. The war meant that Seleucid armies were occupied with 
western affairs for five years, and ambitious Greek satraps in 
the East saw their chance to throw off Seleucid domination. The 
Parthian satrap Andragoras revolted against the Seleucids in 246 
BC, minting his own coinage with his name and governing inde- 
pendently until he himself was killed and his territory conquered 
by the Parni, who later conquered all of Seleucid Persia as “the 
Parthians.” The chronology of Diodotus is more complicated and 
the facts are murkier. While Andragoras certainly intended his 
revolt to mean complete independence from the start, Diodotus 
likely fashioned himself early on as a kind of semi-independent 
governor that nevertheless was still in the Seleucid sphere. He 
was probably appointed satrap of Bactria in the mid-250s BC, 
and due to the far-flung nature of his province, was able to exert 
a certain level of independence, which included striking coins 
such as this piece with his own portrait but the name of Antiochus. 
It is likely, but not certain, that like Andragoras, Diodotus used 
the utter Seleucid defeat in Syria and Palestine to assert full inde- 
pendence, and perhaps the outbreak of the war with the Ptolemies 
was the moment that Diodotus’ coinage abandoned the name of 
the now-dead Seleucid king Antiochus LI in favor of his own. Thus, 
though the period provides uncertainty, this issue was likely 
struck while Diodotus was satrap but before the Third Syrian War, 
since it does not bear his name, placing this coin ca. 255-246 BC.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius on this 
tetradrachm recalls the similar headgear sported by Alexander 
the Great on early coins of Ptolemaic Egypt, referring to his 
conquests in northern India. Demetrius also campaigned in India 
while serving a long apprenticeship under his father, Euthydemus 
I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently discovered north 
of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeeding to the throne, 
he launched an invasion of northern India that extended Greek 
control into modern Pakistan. The historian Strabo claims “more 
tribes were subdued by [Demetrius] than Alexander.”

In the grand chessboard of ancient Persia that was the Sasanian 
Empire, the rule of King Bahram II appears as a complex tableau 
of warfare, religious growth, and artistic evolution. Bahram IL, 
the sixth ruler of the Sasanian dynasty, assumed the throne under 
tumultuous military circumstances, particularly dealing with 
incursions from Rome. His diplomatic prowess was such that he 
managed to strike a peace deal with the Roman Emperor Carus, 
successfully safeguarding the western frontiers of his realm. 
Bahram II’s reign also evidenced a substantial shift towards 
greater religious tolerance, a deviation from the aggressively 
Zoroastrian-centric approach of his predecessors. He is known 
to have lent royal patronage to Manichaeism, a move that trig- 
gered a significant cultural and religious metamorphosis within 
the empire. The artistic domain flourished during Bahram II's 
reign, as evidenced by detailed rock reliefs, coins, and inscrip- 
tions that laud his victories, royal life, and religious tolerance. 
Among these, a captivating relief at Bishapur stands out, depict- 
ing Bahram II amid his court, rendering a vivid portrayal of the 
imperial ambiance of his era.

Born as Gaius Julius Caesar Germanicus in AD 12, he soon 
became the mascot for the army of his father, the popular 
general Germanicus. During that time, he acquired the nickname 
“Caligula,” or “Little Boots,” for the miniature army boots (called 
caligae) he wore. When his predecessor, Tiberius, finally died in 
May AD 37, there was much speculation that, in the end, he did 
not die of natural causes. Suetonius himself believed rumors that 
Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered with a pillow, and 
then he fell dead. But he was uniquely unsuited to the task at hand, 
having no experience in government, finance, or military affairs. 
He quickly squandered Tiberius’ carefully hoarded wealth on 
frivolous projects, condemned or exiled the most capable men 
in government, and demanded to be worshipped as a god. After 
three years of misrule, he was assassinated by a cabal of sena- 
tors and Praetorian guardsmen led by Cassius Chaerea on 24 
January AD 41. Despite being perhaps one of the worst Roman 
emperors, Caligula’s coinage is interesting and attractive.

The scene on the reverse refers to the foundation of the Roman 
Republic, honoring the great Lucius Junius Brutus, the ancestor 
of the Moneyer, Servilius Caepio. He was a prominent figure 
in early Roman history, renowned for his role in the over- 
throw of the Roman monarchy around 509 BC. Alongside his 
compatriots, including Lucius Tarquinius Collatinus, Brutus 
led a successful revolt against the despotic rule of King 
Tarquin the Proud, setting the stage for the establishment of 
the Roman Republic. His election as one of the first consuls 
of the republic marked a pivotal moment in Roman political 
evolution. Brutus introduced significant reforms, such as the 
establishment of the Roman Senate as an advisory body and the 
symbolic use of the Fasces to represent state authority. 


However, Brutus’s legacy is further complicated by a tragic per- 
sonal episode. According to legend, he was compelled to order 
the execution of his own sons due to their involvement in a con- 
spiracy to restore the monarchy, a decision that showcased his 
unwavering commitment to the fledgling republic. While elements 
of Brutus’s life may be obscured by myth, he endures as a symbol 
of the pivotal transition from monarchy to republic in Roman 
history, embodying principles of civic duty and devotion to the 
rule of law that continue to intrigue scholars and enthusiasts 
alike.

One of the most popular types Caesar minted were of an elephant 
stepping on a serpent, with CAESAR in the exergue. Although 
there is no clear record of what these coins allude to, this design 
is believed to commemorate Caesar’s victory in the Battle of 
Thapsus in 46 BC, where he defeated the forces of his political 
rival, Pompey, so efficiently that it was like an elephant step- 
ping on a snake and could be seen as good defeating evil. On the 
reverse, he included important pontifical religious implements, a 
reminder to the Roman people that he was a pious man, and that 
he held numerous religious positions, such as Pontifex Maximus 
(Highest Priest). This series of coinage effectively communicated 
Caesar’s dual image as a capable military leader and a custodian 
of Roman tradition, helping to consolidate his support base and 
establish his legitimacy during the tumultuous events of the civil 
war.

In the myth of the founding of Rome, Aeneas was the child of Venus 
and Anchises. With the fall of Troy, Aeneas, a Trojan warrior, was 
ordered by the gods to flee with a group of people including his 
father and son, Iulus. After Aeneas’ own “Odyssey” through the 
Mediterranean, he landed in Italia, and his legacy would become 
the founding of Rome and his descendants would be Romulus and 
Remus. With this coins imagery, Julius Caesar refers to the mythi- 
cal founding of Rome and was used to link Julius Caesar's lineage 
to Iulus, then Aeneas, and finally to Venus. Caesar also used the 
obverse of this coin to lay claim to the goddess Venus over his 
opponent of the time, Pompey the Great. The reverse refers to the 
moment Aeneas fled Troy, carrying his father to safety with him. 
This story was later immortalized in Virgil’s Aeneid, under the 
auspices of Augustus, who used this story to link himself by exten- 
sion of his adoption by Julius Caesar to the founding of Rome.

Aulus Hirtius was a key supporter of Caesar who might have 
ended up as his successor in power, had events taken a different 
turn. An experienced soldier, he served as one of Caesar's legates 
in Gaul from about 54 BC and was an envoy to Pompey in 50 BC. 
He served Caesar loyally during the Civil War against Pompey 
and his successors in 48-45 BC and was appointed as Caesar's 
mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large 
issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar’s campaigns. These 
aurei, which bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the 
obverse, were used to pay Caesar's soldiers after the great tri- 
umphal parade. After Caesar’s assassination, Hirtius initially 
supported Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 
BC, he raised an army against Antony at the instigation of Cicero 
and Octavian. His army defeated Antony at Mutina in April of 43 
BC, but Hirtius was killed in the conflict; his consular colleague 
Pansa also died a few days later, leaving Octavian and Antony 
masters of Rome. Modern historians owe Hirtius a debt of grati- 
tude for preserving and editing Caesar's Commentaries on the 
Gallic and Civil Wars.

The reverse image of Venus is likely modeled after the marble 
Roman statue - Aphrodite Kallipygos (Callipygian Venus) - from 
the late Ist century BC, in turn thought to be a copy of an older 
Greek statue, and literally means “Venus (Aphrodite) of the beau- 
tiful buttocks.” The Venus depicted on this issue humanizes her as 
she playfully looks at herself in the mirror.

Cn. Domitius Ahenobarbus was known more for his conflict- 
ing and intricate familial and political connections than for his 
military prowess. He was the son of L. Domitius Ahenobarbus 
(executed by Mithradates VI for alleged tax abuses by having 
gold poured down his throat) and Porcia Catones, sister of Cato 
the Younger (and half-sister to Servilia Caepiones, mistress 
of Caesar). He was also ancestor to the future emperor Nero 
through his son’s marriage to Antonia, daughter of Marc Antony 
by Octavia, sister of Octavian/Augustus. Originally an opponent 
of the Caesarian faction, he later switched sides and fought for 
Octavian and Antony against the assassins, led by Brutus (his 
cousin once removed) and Cassius. A close friend of Antony's, he 
became disenchanted by Cleopatra’s increasing influence and 
ultimately switched sides to Octavian, shortly before his death.

This series of coins celebrate Marc Antony’s victory over 
Armenia, which was used as propaganda to bolster his image 
back in Rome after failing to defeat Parthia. During the Parthian 
campaign, Antony had enlisted the help of Armenia; however, 
when it became evident that their side would lose the war, King 
Artavasdes II fled back to Armenia. Antony viewed this abandon- 
ment as a betrayal. While, plotting his revenge on Artavasdes II, 
he played nice until he made it safely out of the Armenian region. 
In order to enact this revenge, Antony fled to his lover, Cleopatra, 
and in 37 BC, used the wealth of Egypt to depose King Artavasdes 
II. This monetary backing became known as the “Donations of 
Alexandria” and the resulting political fallout of this “donation” 
was swift. Octavian used Antony’s entanglement with Egypt, and 
Cleopatra, as a reason for him to end his own politically tenuous 
coalition with Antony, turning the people against the couple and 
thereby sealing their fate.

The last Ptolemaic ruler of Egypt, Cleopatra VII was born in 
69 BC and succeeded her father Ptolemy XII Auletes in 51 BC. 
She soon faced a succession crisis: Her weak-willed younger 
brother and co-ruler, Ptolemy XIII, was dominated by a circle 
of courtiers who feared Cleopatra’s keen intellect and reso- 
lute will. Consequently, they ousted and exiled her in 48 BC, 
shortly before the Roman general Pompey the Great arrived in 
Alexandria fresh from his defeat by Julius Caesar at the battle 
of Pharsalus. Ptolemy ordered Pompey’s murder, but this only 
outraged Caesar, who showed up days later and occupied the 
royal palace. Cleopatra had herself wrapped in a carpet and 
smuggled into Caesar's presence for a meeting. This display of 
spunk by the nubile 20-year-old enchanted the dictator. The two 
likely became lovers that night, and Caesar’s bitter Alexandrine 
War, which ended in the defeat and death of Ptolemy XIII, was 
fought on her behalf. Caesar tarried a while longer in Egypt 
while Cleopatra conceived and bore him a son, Ptolemy XV also 
known as Caesarion (“Little Caesar”). Caesar returned to Rome 
in 47 BC and summoned Cleopatra to join him the following year. 
She was thus in Rome when Caesar was murdered on March 15, 
44 BC. Returning to Alexandria, she was summoned to meet the 
Triumvir Marc Antony at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once again, a powerful 
Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, and within a year she 
had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl, and another boy a few 
years later. 


Antony's adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs, his increas- 
ing dependence on Cleopatra, and his promise to bestow most 
of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children, led 
his partner in power, Octavian, to declare war on them, in 32 
BC. Antony fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy 
naval defeat at Actium in September, 31 BC, after which he 
and Cleopatra fled to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, 
Antony committed suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, 
utilizing the poisonous bite of the sacred asp.

A comet that appeared in summer 44 BC was held to signal Julius 
Caesar's ascension to the heavens, and proved quite useful in 
Octavian’s effort to get the Senate to deify his adoptive father. 
The memory of Caesar's deification was revived in connection 
with Augustus’ proposal to hold the Saecular Games in 17 BC, 
and the “Julian star” is featured on his coinage in the years 
leading up to the event.

After visiting the astrologer Theogenes at Apollonia around 45/44 
BC with his friend Agrippa, Augustus (then Octavian) became 
more assured of his destined greatness. Suetonius, the ancient 
Roman historian, mentions that Augustus, inspired by the astro- 
logical significance of his birth under the sign of Capricorn, 
issued a silver coin bearing this sign. This coinage symbolically 
represented not only Augustus’s belief in the protective and aus- 
picious power of Capricorn, but also served as a potent emblem 
of his destined leadership and the commencement of a new era of 
Roman rule under his auspices.

This aureus displays the succession arrangements Augustus 
hoped to implement for the Roman state. After the death of his 
favorite nephew Marcellus, Augustus turned his hopes for the 
succession to the young Caius and Lucius Caesars, his grand- 
sons via his daughter Julia and his close friend Marcus Agrippa. 
Caius was born in 20 BC and Lucius three years later. Augustus 
formally adopted them both and gave them an accelerated prog- 
ress up the cursus honorum, or ladder of public offices. He also 
carefully supervised their education and displayed them at public 
events to endear them to the populace and army. There are hints 
that being showered with honors and adulation may have gone 
to their heads, but history will never know whether their reigns 
would have been superior to what did come after Augustus, for 
they both suffered untimely ends. Lucius fell ill during a state visit 
to Gaul and died in Massalia in AD 2. Two years later, Caius suf- 
fered a wound during a skirmish with the Parthians on the eastern 
frontier and died in Lycia. Augustus was devastated and spent the 
rest of his reign sunk in depression. Their deaths cleared the way 
for Tiberius, Augustus’ dour son-in-law via his wife Livia, and 
rumors abounded that she had somehow conspired the deaths of 
Caius and Lucius, and possibly that of Marcellus as well, but the 
disparate circumstances of their deaths leaves for little doubt of 
Livia’s innocence.

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had 
a difficult act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of 
his reign, he did a commendable job running the vast empire 
bequeathed to his care. Cautious and frugal, he engaged in 
no wars of conquest and kept the Empire's finances in good 
order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and began 
handing off duties to his unscrupulous second fiddles, namely 
the Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, 
Macro. The resulting bloodbath among members of his own 
family, and their Senatorial supporters, tarnished his name 
throughout history. There are reports that, in the end, Tiberius 
did not die of natural causes. Suetonius, himself, believed rumors 
that Caligula had poisoned, starved, smothered him with a pillow, 
and then he fell dead. He was deified upon death. 


His cautious nature is reflected in his coinage - unlike the 
plethora of types employed by Augustus, Tiberius kept the same 
simple design for both silver denarii and gold aurei for almost 
the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type makes it virtu- 
ally impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius more 
precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his 
reign. Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in 
the same year as the momentous event he probably never heard 
about, the crucifixion of Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between 
AD 30 and 34. The coin associated most closely to Tiberius is 
the “Tribute Penny,” the silver version of this aureus, as they are 
mentioned in the Bible.

Germanicus, the father of Gaius, was the John F. Kennedy of his 
generation - enormously popular with the Roman masses for his 
good looks, impeccable genes, attractive family, and wartime 
heroics. His untimely death only added to his legend. The grand- 
son of Augustus’ wife Livia, Germanicus was so named for his 
father Drusus’s spectacular conquests in Germany during the 
second decade of Augustus’ reign. After the Varian disaster of 
AD 9 had undone most of these conquests, Germanicus took up 
leadership of a Roman army and rushed to the German frontier to 
prevent a general collapse. At the death of Augustus in AD I4, the 
Rhine legions attempted to acclaim Germanicus as Emperor, but 
he refused the honor and gave his support to his uncle Tiberius. 
By AD 15, Germanicus had built a formidable army and crossed 
the Rhine to exact revenge on the treacherous chieftain Arminius, 
who had led Varus to his doom. Over the course of two excruciat- 
ingly difficult campaigns, Germanicus rebuilt Roman prestige 
and inflicted a seemingly decisive defeat on the Germans at 
Idistoviso in AD 16. Tiberius, however, recalled him to Rome, 
allowing eastern Germany to once again slip from Roman 
control. Germanicus received a rapturous welcome and seemed 
clearly marked out as heir apparent; however, during a diplo- 
matic mission to the East in AD 19, Germanicus fell ill and died 
under highly suspicious circumstances. Wags blamed the jealous 
Tiberius, acting through his agent G. Calpurnius Piso, governor 
of Syria. A show trial of Piso, which ended in his suicide, failed to 
alleviate suspicion, and Germanicus’ widow Agrippina became 
the locus of resistance to the regime. She and her sons Drusus 
and Nero accordingly suffered persecution and death; only the 
youngest son, Gaius, survived. He, alas, proved a most unworthy 
son to a great father, but that is another story.

Son of the great general Drusus, and Antonia, niece of the 
emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-posi- 
tioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood illness 
left him with a limp, a stammer, and other qualities that made 
him the black sheep of the family. While these problems barred 
him from a political career, such exclusion also granted him 
immunity from the family’s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’s 
assassination in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving 
Julio-Claudian male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard 
found him cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they immedi- 
ately acclaimed him as Emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the 
Praetorians a substantial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed 
soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Senate to accept him as 
the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised everyone 
by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered 
the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of 
territory to the Empire since the days of Augustus. 


He exercised discernment in his selection of provincial governors 
and exhibited adept diplomacy in handling foreign relations. 
However, his notable shortcomings lay in his excessive atten- 
tion to minutiae, dependence on freedmen and close associates, 
and his questionable choices in romantic partners. His third 
wife, Messalina, known for her promiscuity, wielded significant 
influence as Empress and became embroiled in a scandalous con- 
spiracy in AD 48, which posed a threat to his rule. Subsequently, 
his next wife, Agrippina the Younger, skillfully utilized her influ- 
ence to consolidate her own power and advance the position of 
her son, Nero, from a previous marriage, within the succession 
plans. This done, she fed Claudius a dish of poisoned mush- 
rooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign to an end. 
Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the 
Flavians and the reigns that followed.

Nero, born Lucius Domitius Ahenobarbus in 37 AD, ascended 
to the Roman imperial throne in 54 AD, initiating a tumultuous 
reign that both captivated and horrified contemporaries. Initially 
perceived as a youthful and promising ruler, Nero’s early years 
were marked by relative stability. However, his later years were 
characterized by a series of erratic and tyrannical acts. Nero’s 
infatuation with the arts and his lavish spending on grandi- 
ose construction projects, such as the Domus Aurea, strained 
the Roman treasury. His ruthless suppression of the Pisonian 
conspiracy and persecution of Christians tarnished his legacy 


further. The Great Fire of Rome in 64 AD, though often attributed 


to Nero, remains a subject of historical debate. Ultimately, Nero's 
reign culminated in a revolt by the Roman Senate, leading to his 
suicide in 68 AD, marking the end of the Julio-Claudian dynasty 
and leaving a complex legacy as both a patron of the arts and a 
symbol of tyranny in Roman history.

The Macellum Magnum, located in Rome, was an ancient Roman 
market building renowned for its grand scale and architectural 
significance, serving as a central hub for commerce and trade in 
the Imperial city. Constructed during the reign of Emperor Nero 
in the Ist century AD, it played a crucial role in the daily life of 
Romans, offering a wide variety of goods ranging from foodstuffs 
to luxury items.

The civil wars at the end of Nero’s reign began with the revolt 
of the governor of Gallia Lugdunensis, Gaius Julius Vindex, ca. 
March AD 68, followed quickly by Lucius Clodius Macer, legate 
in Roman North Africa. Vindex appealed to Servius Sulpicius 
Galba, then governor of Hispania Tarraconensis, to lead the 
revolt. Galba accepted and was elevated to emperor by the 
Spanish legions at Carthago Nova in April. 


Although produced in large numbers by regional mints to pay 
the military forces in play during this tumultuous period, the 
anonymous Civil War denarii types are relatively rare today 
in comparison to coinage minted during AD 69 in the names 
of Galba (8 June AD 68-15 January AD 69), Otho (15 January- 
16 April), Vitellius (16 April-22 December) and Vespasian (22 
December 69-24 June 79). 


This interesting Civil War type was struck after the elevation 
of Galba, likely by pro-Vitellian forces who refused to accept 
Galba as emperor, perhaps by his commander Fabius Valens, in 
southern Gaul shortly before the First Battle of Bedriacum on 14 
April AD 69. The bust of Jupiter Optimus Maximus Capitolinus 
symbolizes the invincible might of Rome, accompanied by Vesta, 
promoting the idea of the Empire’s permanence.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho 
grew up as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things 
in life. He had a peculiar abhorrence for body hair and depilated 
every part of his body, including his head. To cover his bald- 
ness, he then wore a carefully made wig. Otho became one of the 
Emperor Nero’s high-living friends, but this changed abruptly 
when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Poppaea. Otho was 
thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), where he 
stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero's regime collapsed in AD 
68, Otho was one of Galba’s earliest supporters and fully expect- 
ed to be named the old man’s heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose 
a young aristocrat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began 
plotting his removal. He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder 
Galba on 15 January AD 69, after which the Senate reluctantly 
confirmed Otho as emperor. But he immediately faced another 
rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor of lower Germany, 
whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried north to the 
River Po; his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, but 
Otho was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. 
The sharp clash at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively 
against him, and he stabbed himself in the heart the morning of 
16 or 17 April AD 69, ending a brief reign of about 90 days. His 
noble end gained him a respect that had eluded him in life.

As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his 
older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, 
resentful character. In AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus 
as Augustus, with Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. 
Unfortunately, Titus ruled only two years before he fell ill and 
died, in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted no time in seizing 
power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He soon 
proved a conscientious, detail-oriented administrator who kept 
a firm hand on all facets of government. Despite his uneven 
military record, the legions loved Domitian for raising their pay 
by nearly 50 percent. However, Domitian’s suspicion of the aris- 
tocracy soon deepened into paranoia. Unsuccessful conspiracies 
against him, in AD 87 and 89, caused him to abandon all restraint, 
and by AD 93 Rome was in the grip of a new reign of terror. Even 
Domitian’s wife came to fear for her life, and she encouraged the 
emperor's personal attendants to plot against him, leading to his 
murder, in AD 96.

Domitian, often remembered as a controversial figure in Roman 
history, lived a complex life marked by both admirable achieve- 
ments and a dark reputation. Born in AD S51 into the esteemed 
Flavian family, his father Vespasian’s rise to power marked 
the conclusion of the tumultuous Year of the Four Emperors in 
AD 69. Despite his auspicious lineage, Domitian spent much 
of his early life in the shadow of his elder brother Titus. This 
overshadowing may have contributed to the development of his 
reserved and resentful personality. However, when Titus passed 
away in AD 81] after a brief two-year rule, Domitian swiftly 
stepped into the role of emperor, marking the beginning of his 
own rule within the Flavian dynasty. 


Domitian’s reign, like that of Tiberius, began with promise 
and efficiency. He initiated numerous building projects, pro- 
moted the arts, and improved the administration of the Roman 
Empire. However, as time passed, his rule took a darker turn. 
He became increasingly paranoid, leading to purges and per- 
secutions of perceived enemies. His reign ended with a sense of 
dread and violence, reminiscent of the later years of Tiberius. 
Though Domitian’s rule was marked by both accomplishments 
and atrocities, his legacy remains a testament to the complexity 
of leadership in the Roman Empire, where the balance between 
virtue and tyranny often hung in precarious equilibrium.

Sex—a hidden and risqué topic in our modern world—was an 
open and ubiquitous subject in the visual art, literature, and reli- 
gion of Ancient Rome. These brass coins from the late Ist century 
BC, referred to by their discoverers as spintriae, provide coin 
collectors with the opportunity to gain exposure to the genre of 
Roman erotic art. But the exact meaning and use of the spintriae 
have remained a mystery to scholars. On the obverse are partners 
engaged in carnal activities, and on the reverse are the Roman 
numerals I-XVI. It has been noted that there is no consistency 
between the combinations of images and numbers. The most 
common hypothesis for these tokens is that the manager (leno/ 
lena) of the brothel (lupanarium) would exchange the cash of 
their customers for these tokens, which would then be given to 
the prostitutes in exchange for carnal services, perhaps even for 
what was specifically depicted on the obverse of the coin. With 
only 16 numerals present on the reverse of these brass tokens and 
there being 16 asses to a denarius (which was the average daily 
pay of a Roman soldier), it appear like the spintriae correlate with 
regular Roman currency, perhaps for exclusive use in brothels. 


However there are several pitfalls to this theory. The first is many 
brass tokens have been found with obverses depicting the faces 
of members of the imperial family (Augustus, Livia, & Tiberius) 
and nearly identical reverses of numerals within a wreath. This 
expands the use case for these tokens to being game pieces or 
souvenirs from an imperial festival. The second point of weak- 
ness for the ‘brothel token’ thesis is that no alternative form of 
coin-based currency exists for any other sub-economy within the 
Roman economy. The clearest evidence for the possible purpose 
of the spintriae was acknowledged by archaeologist Luciana 
Jacobelli, who proposed the ‘locker room’ thesis based on com- 
parisons with frescoes found in the Suburban Baths of Pompeii 
depicting erotic scenes with numerals nearly identical to those 
found on the brass tokens. The pairing of the images with numer- 
als indicated the location of lockers used by the bath’s cliental 
for storing their clothes, towels, etc.; in this setting, the spintriae 
would have been tokens used by Romans to remember where they 
kept their clothes while using the baths.

Marcus Ulpius Trajanus, better known as Trajan, carved his 
name in history as one of ancient Rome's most illustrious emper- 
ors, renowned for his military prowess and strategic brilliance. 
Born the son of a prominent Roman senator under the reign of 
Vespasian, Trajan followed his father’s career in provincial mili- 
tary administration. Having just received the title Germanicus 
from his exploits at the Germanic frontier, Trajan ascended to 
power in AD 98 with the death of the elderly Emperor Nerva. 
Under Trajan the Roman Empire reached its greatest territorial 
extent, encompassing vast swathes of land across Europe, Asia, 
and Africa. His military campaigns, particularly the Dacian 
Wars, secured valuable resources and strategic advantages for 
the empire. Trajan’s conquests also extended into the Middle East, 
where he captured territories such as Armenia and Mesopotamia, 
further consolidating Roman influence in the region. Beyond his 
military achievements, Trajan was renowned for his benevolent 
governance and commitment to public welfare. He implemented 
extensive building projects, including the construction of roads, 
bridges, and aqueducts, which facilitated trade and commu- 
nication throughout the empire, while also completing iconic 
landmarks such as Trajan’s Column and Trajan’s Forum in Rome, 
showcasing his enduring legacy as a patron of architecture and 
urban development. Trajan’s reign is remembered as achieving 
the heights of the golden age of the Roman Empire, character- 
ized by stability, prosperity, and imperial expansion.

Born in AD 86 as T. Aurelius Fulvius Boionius Antoninus to a 
wealthy family from Nemausus in Gaul. His grandfather and 
father had each risen to Consul, and like them, he entered the 
Senate at the appropriate age and enjoyed a distinguished career. 
Around AD 120, he married Annia Galeria Faustina, an aristo- 
cratic lady of Spanish descent with family ties to the emperors 
Trajan and Hadrian. He earned a consulship in AD 130 and 
served as the Proconsul of Asia. Tall, handsome, and widely 
admired for his sober judgment, he soon attracted the attention of 
Hadrian, who made him a close advisor. When Hadrian’s intend- 
ed successor, Aelius, died early in AD 138, the ailing emperor 
settled on the 52-year-old Antoninus as his replacement. Hadrian 
died on July 10, and Antoninus succeeded without serious opposi- 
tion. Unlike the restless Hadrian, Antoninus never left Italy and 
was content to rule from Rome. Stability and equanimity were 
his watchwords, and his policies kept the Empire on an even keel 
for 24 years. He put no one to death, friend or foe. Only minor 
flare-ups in northern Britain and northern Africa disturbed the 
general peace. The frontiers were maintained and defended, with 
his decision to build a new wall in Britain 90 miles north of the 
Hadrian's Wall the only instance of imperial expansion. He care- 
fully groomed Marcus Aurelius as his successor but neglected to 
provide him with any military training. In fact, the mild, civilian 
character of his reign may have unwittingly allowed storm clouds 
to gather and strengthen both within and beyond the frontiers. 
Nevertheless, later generations viewed Antoninus as the perfect 
emperor, and the tranquility of his reign took on the sheen of a 
lost golden age.

Only two years into Antoninus’ reign, his wife Faustina died 
of an unknown illness. The grief-stricken Antoninus secured 
her deification and issued an immense coinage in her name, 
the largest for any Roman woman to that point. While the staid 
Roman historians of later eras criticized her lack of “gravitas,” 
Antoninus was devoted to her and the cult he established in her 
name became exceedingly popular, particularly with women. Her 
temple was later also consecrated to Divus Antoninus upon his 
death and deification, and is one of the few Roman structures 
that survives more or less intact in the Forum today. This elegant 
aureus is a rare variant that depicts a beautifully modeled figure 
of Fortuna, goddess of good fortune, holding both a patera and 
tiller.

Originally given the name Marcus Annius Verus, the future 
Marcus Aurelius was born in AD 121 into a patrician family of 
Spanish origin. A solemn and dutiful youth, Marcus Aurelius 
was noticed by the emperor Hadrian, who nicknamed him 
“Verissimus,” or “most truthful one,” an accurate reflection of 
his character. In AD 138, as Hadrian’s terminal illness wors- 
ened, he formally adopted a solid, reliable senator, T. Aurelius 
Fulvius Boionius Antoninus, as his intended successor. Antoninus 
in turn adopted the 17-year-old Marcus Aurelius and Lucius 
Verus, the son of Aelius Caesar; it is widely assumed Hadrian 
induced Antoninus to make these adoptions and thus secure the 
succession for another generation. Some historians have even 
concluded that the 52-year-old Antoninus was intended merely 
as a “placeholder” until the young Marcus Aurelius could come 
of age. At any rate, Antoninus succeeded smoothly to the throne 
in July AD 138 and raised Marcus Aurelius to the rank of Caesar 
in AD 139. The young man took an increasingly important role 
in his adoptive father’s government for the next 22 years. This 
sestertius records his 18th year with the Tribunician power (AD 
163-164) and shows him as a handsome man in his early 40s, with 
a head of loose curls and a fashionable “philosopher's beard.” 
However, the reverse image of Mars prepared for war points 
to one shortcoming of his long apprenticeship in government; 
Antoninus failed to provide Marcus Aurelius with an army posting 
that would have gained him much-needed military experience. 
Although Antoninus’s reign was almost entirely peaceful, the 
gathering storm clouds portended future troubles of a type for 
which Aurelius had no training.

Born Lucius Ceionius Commodus, Lucius Verus was the son of 
Aelius Caesar, the favored heir of Emperor Hadrian. Aelius’s 
premature demise in AD 138 thrust Lucius into the uncertainty of 
imperial succession. Hadrian instead chose to adopt Antoninus 
Pius as his replacement, a seasoned senator who agreed to ascend 
to the throne on the condition of a more hereditarily adoptive line 
of succession by naming both Lucius—the son of Hadrian’s initial 
choice as heir—and Hadrian’s great-nephew Marcus Aurelius as 
his heirs. Following the death of Antoninus Pius in 161, the Senate 
planned to confirm Marcus alone, but he insisted on Lucius’s 
elevation to Augustus. Lucius would take on Marcus’ family name, 
“Verus”. Their co-reign forged an unprecedented partnership at 
the zenith of Roman power, amidst the distant thunder of Parthian 
aggression. Lucius, with the mantle of military leadership thrust 
upon him, embarked on a campaign to repel the eastern threat. 
His notorious affair with a low-born mistress caused Marcus to 
fast-track Lucius’ marriage to his thirteen-year-old niece, Lucilla, 
in 163. Although Lucius spent the duration of the war living a life 
of luxury and licentiousness in Asia Minor, the success of his 
generals in reconquering the Armenian capital at Artaxata and 
sacking the Parthian capital at Csetiphon earned him a triumph 
in 166 and two new titles—Armeniacus and Parthicus Maximus. 
Yet these victories also sowed the seeds of catastrophe. As the 
Roman legions returned, they brought back with them an epidem- 
ic that would ravage the Empire—the Antonine Plague. Returning 
from the Germanic front in 169, Lucius succumbed to the merci- 
less grip of smallpox, a victim of the very plague his victories had 
unwittingly unleashed.

The second of six daughters born to Marcus Aurelius and Faustina 
Junior, Lucilla grew up as an imperial princess, with the strange 
mix of power and helplessness such a position entailed in ancient 
Rome. In AD 161, at the age of 12, she was betrothed to Lucius 
Verus, who was her father’s adoptive brother and co-emperor. 
The marriage took place three years later in Ephesus, while 
Lucius was on campaign against the Parthians in the East. The 
marriage endured until his sudden death to a stroke in AD 169. 
Much against her wishes, her father then married her to a distin- 
guished elderly senator, Tiberius Claudius Pompienus. Although 
her husband was one of the most powerful men in government, 
Lucilla was no longer Augusta, or empress, a situation she found 
increasingly intolerable. The death of Marcus and the accession 
of her brother Commodus in AD 180 made matters worse, since 
she frequently quarreled with him and envied his wife, Crispina, 
who now held the title of Augusta. In AD 182, she entered into a 
plot with one of her lovers to do away with Commodus. But the 
assassin hesitated after drawing the knife and was wrestled to the 
ground before he could strike. When Lucilla’s role in the plot was 
exposed, she was arrested and exiled to the island of Capri, with 
her sister-in-law Crispina to keep her company. Her death, either 
by starvation or execution, came shortly thereafter.

Didius Julianus was born to a wealthy family in AD 137, prob- 
ably in Milan. He had a prominent government career, including 
several provincial governorships in the reigns of Marcus Aurelius 
and Commodus. Though successful, did not earn the respect 
of his fellow senators, who regarded him as a sensualist and 
a spendathrift. When the Emperor Pertinax was killed by the 
Praetorians after only a three-month reign, no ready succes- 
sor was at hand. Pertinax’s father-in-law, Flavius Sulpicianus, 
entered the Praetorian camp on 28 March and tried to get the 
troops to proclaim him emperor, but he met with little enthusiasm. 
Sensing an opportunity, Didius Julianus rushed to the camp and 
began to make cash promises to the soldiers from outside the 
wall. Soon the scene became an auction, with Sulpicianus and 
Julianus striving to outbid each other for the favor of the troops. 
When Sulpicianus reached 20,000 sesterces per soldier, Didius 
Julianus upped the bid by a whopping 5,000 sesterces. Sold! 
Julianus was allowed into the camp and proclaimed emperor. 
Confronted by the swords of the Praetorians, the Senate approved 
his elevation, but could not hide its disgust. Disturbances broke 
out throughout the city, and a crowd at the Colosseum loudly 
called for Pescennius Niger, governor of Syria, to march on 
Rome. However, Niger was not the only alternative - two other 
provincial governors also declared themselves emperor: Clodius 
Albinus in Britain, and Septimius Severus in Pannonia. Severus, 
closest to Rome, immediately marshaled his troops and invaded 
Italy. Julianus at first tried negotiations, then sent assassins to 
kill Severus, to no avail. Julianus next tried to fortify Rome but 
the results were ineffective and ludicrous. With Julianus’ author- 
ity in Rome rapidly deteriorating, Severus was able to send 
messages to the Praetorians, who renounced their allegiance 
to Julianus. Seeing their cue, the Senators proclaimed Severus 
emperor and passed a death sentence on Julianus. On I June AD 
193, a Praetorian officer found the cringing Julianus hiding in the 
palace and dispatched him, ending his 66-day reign.

This foreboding sestertius depicts on the obverse the short- 
reigned emperor Macrinus sporting a soldier’s beard and on the 
reverse the emperor seeking protection under the shadow of a 
colossal effigy of Jupiter the Preserver (IOVI CONSERVATORL), 
a late imperial reverse type invoking the king of the Pantheon 
as the personal protector of the Augusti. First appearing after 
the Year of the Five Emperors, Jupiter the Preserver was a 
symbol of the precarity of holding power in a time of such rapid 
dynastic turnover. A fitting allusion, as Macrinus and his son 
Diadumenian’s reign would last just over one year, culminat- 
ing in the disastrous Battle of Antioch. Following their defeat, 
both fled, were apprehended, and beheaded, their heads sent to 
their successor Elagabalus as trophies. Additionally, the Senate 
ordered the erasure of their names and faces, known as a con- 
demnation of their memory (damnatio memoriae). 


‘The Life of Diadumenian’ in the Historia Augusta recounts a 
pertinent exchange between Macrinus and his troops. Imperial 
claimants from the Severan and Antonine dynasties were present 
in Rome; therefore, to defend against their claims, Macrinus 
adopted the name Severus and granted his son the name 
Antoninus. Upon hearing this, Macrinus’ troops shouted, “Jupiter, 
Greatest and Best, grant long life to Macrinus and to Antoninus. 
Thou knowest, O Jupiter, that no man can conquer Macrinus.” 
Macrinus replied, “Accept, therefore, comrades, in return for the 
bestowal of the imperial power, three aurei for each one of you, 
and for the bestowal of the name Antoninus five aurei for each, 
together with the advancements prescribed by custom, but at this 
time doubled. The gods will grant that such gifts shall be often 
bestowed upon you, but we shall give you every five years what 
we have deemed right to give today.”

Balbinus, a figure cloaked in the shadowy annals of Roman 
history, briefly ascended to power in the tumultuous year 238 AD 
during a period known as the Year of the Six Emperors. A respect- 
ed senator and seasoned politician, his reign lasted a mere 99 
days, but it was marked by intrigue and political maneuver- 
ing. Appointed co-emperor alongside Pupienus, Balbinus faced 
the daunting task of quelling both internal strife and external 
threats. By minting coins with Genius Senatus, Balbinus sought 
to legitimize his rule as aligned with, and sanctioned by, the 
Senate. Associating himself with the Senate signaled that he rep- 
resented the established and recognized authority in the empire. 


Ultimately, Balbinus was unsuccessful in winning over the popu- 
lace; his administration failed to enact meaningful reforms or 
stabilize the economy, leaving the Roman people disillusioned 
with his leadership. Eventually, the populace’s unrest led to a 
mob storming the palace. In the ensuing violence, both Balbinus 
and Pupienus were brutally murdered, bringing a swift and 
brutal conclusion to their brief co-emperorship.

The pose of Hercules on the reverse seems to be modeled on the 
famous “Farnese Hercules” statue, discovered at the Baths of 
Caracalla in AD 1546. The statue, an icon of male virility, was 
sculpted in the early third century AD by a certain Glycon, who 
signed his name on the base; however the pose was copied from a 
Greek original sculpted by Lysippus in the 4th century BC.

Licinius I elevated Martinian after his loss to Constantine I at 
Adrianople on 3 July AD 324, to assist in the ongoing civil war 
and prevent Constantine from invading Asia. With no time to 
respond, Crispus, son of Constantine, wiped out Licinius’ fleet 
in the Hellespont and Constantine was able to storm across the 
continent and crush Licinius at Chrysopolis on 18 September AD 
324. Licinius and Martinian were spared, through the interven- 
tion of Constantia, Licinius’ wife and Constantine’s sister, but 
both were executed soon after on charges of conspiring to raise 
Gothic troops. All of Martinian’s coins are rare and typically 
have surface issues.

Late in AD 359, Constantius II ordered Julian II to send a 
third of his army to the Eastern front to help fight the Persians. 
Instead, Julian’s legions revolted and proclaimed him Augustus. 
Constantius’ timely death in AD 361 avoided a full-scale civil 
war. Now, sole emperor, Julian brought his reform-minded 
administration to Constantinople and tried to strip the Christian 
church of its privileged position while restoring Paganism to 
official favor. He ran into stiff resistance and even ridicule at all 
levels, to which his touchy personality responded poorly. Perhaps 
seeking to get away from his domestic troubles, he embarked on 
a massive invasion of Persia in AD 363. At first victorious, his 
army soon suffered Persian scorched earth tactics and found 
itself surrounded, without resupply, deep in the Iranian desert. 
Julian rode out with his vanguard to repel an attack and fell mor- 
tally wounded from a spear thrown by a Persian or a disgruntled 
Christian in his own army. Like his hero Alexander the Great, 
he died without naming a successor. The army chose Jovian, a 
Christian, as his replacement, abruptly ending the brief Pagan 
restoration. Despite his unfulfilled legacy, Julian’s restless intel- 
ligence and manifold abilities make him one of the most dynamic 
characters of Late Antiquity, one whose like would not be seen 
again until the Renaissance.

The last “legitimate” Roman emperor of the West, Julius Nepos 
was the nephew of the patrician Marcellinus, virtual ruler of 
Dalmatia in the fragmented West Roman Empire of the later fifth 
century AD. The family also had close ties with the East Roman 
regime, and Nepos married a niece of the East Roman Emperor 
Leo (AD 457-474). When the Western Roman throne became 
vacant in AD 473, Leo contemplated ruling the whole empire 
himself. But when the Western Master of Soldiers Gundobad 
raised a minor nobleman named Glycerius to the purple, Leo 
decided the affront could not be tolerated and appointed Nepos 
in his stead. Nepos arrived in Italy with a small coterie of sol- 
diers in the spring of AD 474 and marched on Ravenna, where 
Glycerius surrendered without a fight. Glycerius was packed 
off to Dalmatia to serve as bishop of Salonae, while Nepos took 
charge of the state and tried to arrest the Western Empire's termi- 
nal decline. The Roman peoples of Gaul initially supported Nepos 
(the poet Sidonius praises him as a “true emperor in character 
no less than prowess”), but lost enthusiasm when his ambitious 
plans came to nothing. The Roman Senate also resented him as 
a foreigner imposed by the East Roman regime. In the summer of 
AD 474, his master of soldiers Orestes rebelled and led an army to 
Ravenna, where Nepos was holed up. His support having evapo- 
rated, Nepos took ship for his homeland of Dalmatia on 28 August 
AD 475. Orestes had his young son Romulus Augustus acclaimed 
emperor, but he “reigned” only 10 months before being deposed 
by the warlord Odovacer in mid AD 476. Meanwhile, Nepos con- 
tinued to claim the title Emperor of the West and ran a court in 
exile in Dalmatia. Coinage continued to be minted in his name 
during this “second reign,” including this piece, likely struck 
at an Italian or Gallic mint under German or Visigothic control. 
Nepos was still plotting his return to power when he was mur- 
dered in AD 480 by agents of Glycerius, the man he had deposed 
six years earlier.

Aelia Pulcheria, the daughter, sister and wife to three different 
East Roman emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the 
stability of the Eastern Roman regime, during the tumultuous 
early to mid-fifth century AD. Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius and 
Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more dominating personality than 
her timid younger brother, Theodosius I. When Arcadius died in 
AD 408 and Theodosius ascended the throne, at the age of seven, 
Pulcheria took upon herself the role of her brother’s protector. 
In AD 414, she came of age and the Senate declared her Augusta, 
or Empress, whereupon she took over the regency herself. She 
declared her intent to remain a virgin (possibly to avoid a politi- 
cal marriage), and took her brother’s education into her own 
hands, seeing to it he learned how to look, act, and perform 
rituals like an Emperor; however he lacked backbone, which 
she had to provide to keep the Theodosian regime in undisputed 
power. Under her guidance, the Eastern Roman Empire success- 
fully intervened in the West and installed her nephew, Valentinian 
IIT, on the throne (AD 424-425), while to the East, a brief war 
against Persia was successfully prosecuted (AD 421). When 
Theodosius was killed in a riding accident in AD 450, Pulcheria 
briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing to demands that she 
marry and thus chose a suitable man to rule as Augustus. She 
wisely chose the lowborn but capable Marcian, who proved to be 
the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed. The year fol- 
lowing her marriage, Pulcheria was instrumental in summoning 
the Fourth Ecumenical Council at Chalcedon, which established 
the basic principles of teaching the Eastern Orthodox Church. 
Pulcheria died in AD 453, having kept her vows of virginity and 
defense of her Imperial dynasty for a half-century and left all of 
her possessions to the poor.

Governor of the newly created Theme of Hellas in Greece, 
Leontius was proclaimed emperor after the overthrow of 
Justinian II, in AD 695. His first mistake was not executing his 
predecessor; instead he cut off Justinian’s nose and banished him 
to the Crimea. With the Byzantines in turmoil, the Arabs went on 
the offensive in North Africa and captured Carthage, in AD 698. 
The fleet Leontius sent to relieve the city instead rebelled and 
proclaimed its admiral Apsimar as emperor. Leontius abdicated 
and was initially spared, but was murdered after Justinian II's 
return to power, in AD 705. The coins of Leontius boast unusually 
realistic portraiture, portraying him as a portly man with a close- 
cropped beard.

Justinian II's son Tiberius, pictured here on the right of the reverse, 
lived a short and tragic life. He was born in Khazaria (the north- 
ern area between the Black and Caspian Seas) to a local princess, 
Theodora, and Justinian. He was declared co-emperor by his 
father at the age of one. By the time he was five, he was present 
with his father at some official ceremonies, such as the reception 
for Pope Constantine in AD 710. A revolt against his despotic 
father materialized in AD 711, and little Tiberius was taken by 
his grandmother Anastasia to a church for sanctuary. However, 
the new emperor Bardanes knew that as the last member of the 
dynasty of Heraclius, he might still pose a threat. Agents sent by 
Bardanes mercilessly dragged the six-year old Tiberius from the 
church and his grandmother’s arms, murdering him outside. Fate 
did not forgive Bardanes for this horrific act, as he himself was 
deposed, blinded, and mutilated only two years later. 


But this was not the end of little Tiberius’ story. The Arabs 
decided on one last all-out effort to capture Constantinople 
in AD 715, and they figured it would perhaps help encourage 
some Byzantines to defect to them if they fought on behalf of the 


“missing” great-great-great-grandson of Heraclius. Few believed 


the Arabs’ impostor and their forces were eventually driven back 
two years later. More than two decades later, an Arab man by the 
name of Bashir bribed an elderly and blind Christian man named 
Theophantus who was living in Syria to travel to the caliph and 
inform him that he knew of the whereabouts of Tiberius. Bashir 
then appeared before the caliph and made a convincing perfor- 
mance, so much so that the caliph allowed him to don royal robes 
and parade through the formerly Byzantine cities of Syria. While 
in the northern Syrian city of Edessa, he was discovered as a pre- 
tender and immediately crucified.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in 
both Roman and Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a 
woman ruled the Empire in her own right. Previous empresses 
had effectively wielded supreme power, but only by using a male 
figurehead as nominal ruler. An Athenian beauty of renowned 
intellect, Irene rose to prominence as the wife of Emperor Leo 
IV. When Leo died in AD 780, Irene ruled as regent for their ado- 
lescent son Constantine VI until iconoclast ministers forced her 
ouster. But when Constantine VI embarrassed the regime with 
a series of military blunders and public scandals, Irene had him 
ousted and blinded in AD 797, seizing sole power for herself. She 
won popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but 
the state’s coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military 
disasters that further undermined her position. Furthermore, the 
accession of a female promoted the Pope in Rome to declare the 
imperial throne vacant and the Frankish king Charlemagne was 
duly crowned “Emperor of the Romans” in AD 800. He in turn 
sent Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern 
and Western Christendom under one government and changed 
the course of history, but it was not to be: In AD 802 Irene was 
ousted in a coup led by her finance minister Nicephorus, who 
exiled her to Lesbos, where she died the following year. Her devo- 
tion to icons led to her canonization in the Orthodox Church.

The former imperial treasurer, Nicephorus I came to power in the 
coup that toppled the controversial Empress Irene. Nicephorus 
was a strict conservative with considerable military and admin- 
istrative experience. He at first placed the familiar Cross Potent 
on the reverse of his coins, but later replaced this with a por- 
trait of his young son and hoped-for successor, Stauracius. This 
extremely rare solidus from the Syracuse mint still retains the 
Cross Potent, and probably belongs to the first year of the reign, 
AD 802-803. Though relatively successful in domestic and foreign 
affairs, the regime came to grief in AD 811 when the army of 
Nicephorus and Stauracius was ambushed and destroyed by the 
Bulgarian Khan Krum. Nicephorus perished in the disaster, and 
Krum had his skull made into a drinking cup, which became part 
of the Bulgarian royal regalia.

Born of humble parentage in central Anatolia, Michael the 
Amorian entered the army and rose through the ranks to become 
the right-hand man of Leo V the Armenian; however, in AD 820 
Leo accused him of treason and had him arrested. Partisans of 
Michael assassinated Leo and raised Michael to the purple. He 
was challenged by a rival general, Thomas the Slav, and the 
resultant civil war lasted until AD 823, allowing the Arabs to 
invade Crete and Sicily. Elsewhere he held the line. Of iconoclas- 
tic views, Michael was tolerant as to enforcement, and religious 
unrest receded. He was the first emperor in decades to die quietly 
in his bed, leaving the throne to his learned son Theophilus.

Theophilus was the last and most radical iconoclast to rule the 
Byzantine Empire. He was known to brand his own iconoclastic 
poetry on the foreheads of monks who defied his religious policies 
and continued to use icons as a part of their worship. Interestingly, 
his wife Theodora was a secret iconodule. Throughout their mar- 
riage, she kept her views secret for her own safety. The empress 
would often send their children to live with their grandmothers, 
both of them also secret iconodules, where they were privately 
taught the veneration of sacred icons. The ever-determined and 
strong-willed Theophilus remained oblivious to it all. As soon 
as Theophilus died, Theodora became ruler of the empire as 
regent for their two-year old son Michael III. The following 
year, Theodora convoked a group of clerics and officials who 
restored the veneration of icons. Iconoclasm would never again 
be official imperial policy and all but ceased to exist in Eastern 
Christianity (the next major somewhat iconoclastic movement 
within Christianity would be Protestantism). This important event 
is celebrated in Eastern churches on the first Sunday of Lent as 
the Feast of Orthodoxy. Theodora governed the empire quite 
effectively for fourteen years until Michael came of age. Many his- 
torians argue that the tide of the conflict between the Byzantines 
and Arabs began to turn in the former's favor under the steady 
guidance of Theodora. She was later canonized by the Orthodox 
church for her contributions in reinstating icon veneration. 


Theophilus’ radical iconoclasm was most unpopular in the West, 
where the doctrine had never enjoyed even the slightest support. 
Thus, he was disliked by the citizens of the Byzantine possessions 
in Italy, including Syracuse, where this coin was minted.

A hardy type, 
missing entirely from the RLM, Eliasberg, Norweb, and other 
advanced collections. Soundly struck, displaying even rub to the 
highpoints and a hint of caramel retone. 


José I gold 1000 Reis 1752-(L) MS68 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM162.1, LMB-300, Gomes-58.02. Assigned a nearly perfect 
Mint State grade, this example is one of two of this grade rec- 
ognized by NGC, with only one other offering given a higher 
assignment.

By Pingo. WILLIAM PITT ADMINISTRING on edge. The first 
silver example of this important Canadian medal we have had the 
pleasure to offer in over a decade. The design features a bust of 
George II on the obverse and a captive Canadienne at the base of a 
pine tree on the reverse.

The sheer visual appeal of the offering 
propels it into an elite tier, with originality apparent at every turn 
of the wrist. 


Wilhelm II 5 Mark 1894-A MS62 NGC, 
Berlin mint, KM7, J-707. This coveted “Bird of Paradise” issue 
continues to spark interest, even among collectors whose spe- 
cialties are far removed from German Empire or colonial types. 
Examples like this that exhibit an element of coloration without 
veering into an appearance of artificial toning are especially in 
demand. Gentle wisping might have prevented a Choice designa- 
tion, but this is still a stunning specimen that we anticipate will 
receive plenty of attention among bidders.

A spectacular 
brilliant Prooflike gold medal, likely commemorating a couple’s 
marriage, featuring exquisite design work on each side.

Glassy in 
the fields, these enriched by a lovely mottled lavender tone that 
carries forth with engaging effect to both the obverse and reverse. 


Wiirttemberg. Karl I Proof “Ulm Cathedral” 2 Taler 1871 
Stuttgart mint, KM618, Dav-961. Mintage: 4,031. Struck in cel- 
ebration of the completion of the Ulm Cathedral. A pleasing 
Choice Proof of this majestic Double Taler type with handsome 
pewter patina that livens towards the edges with ample and color- 
ful champagne resplendence. 


Wiirttemberg. Wilhelm II Proof 5 Mark 1901-F PR65 Cameo 
NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM632, J-176. Largely untoned and 
radiating with deep reflectivity that fully warrants the Cameo 
assignment.

Third Reich Proof “Schiller” 5 Mark 1934-F PR64 Ultra 
Cameo NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM85, J-359. 175th Anniversary 
- Birth of Schiller. This type always displays a bold contrast 
between the dark fields and icy devices, and this piece is no 
exception 


Third Reich Proof “Hindenburg” 5 Mark 1935-F PR66 Deep 
Cameo PCGS, Stuttgart mint, KM86, J-360. Utterly deserving 
of the Deep Cameo superlative, displaying icy fields beset by ele- 
ments of haze, which is almost impossible to avoid at intensity of 
permafrost. Only one graded higher at PCGS. 


Third Reich Matte Proof “Hindenburg” 5 Mark 1935-A PR62 
PCGS, Berlin mint, KM8&6, J-360. Whereas Proof emissions are 
attainable at major auction houses with some frequency, Matte 
Proof types, as seen here, are decidedly scarce, with this the only 
example certified at PCGS. The combination on the obverse of 
an oversized portrait and diminutive text further elevates the 
Matte effect, as there is a larger than usual surface area to the 
central motif.

PCGS, Tower mint, Treaty period, S-1510, N-1224. 1.95gm. 
+€DWARD: DEI: GRA: REX: AnGL (double saltire stops), royal 
shield within polylobe / +€XALTABITVR: IN: GLORIA, cross 
fleuree with lis at center, lions over trefoils in angles; all within 
polylobe. Dazzling golden example with bold strike, complete 
legends and crisp, well executed devices.

Colorful toning and a fully rendered portrait and crown high- 
light this near-Choice offering that sits alone at the top of the 
PCGS census. Though not an impossible type to locate, we rarely 
encounter them at this level of preservation. 
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Edward VI (1547-1553), in the name of Henry VIII gold 
1/2 Sovereign ND (1547-1551) MS61 NGC, Tower mint, 
S-2391, N-1865. 6.16gm. A pleasing olive-taupe shade graces 
the surfaces that otherwise twinkle with bright goldenrod. 
This example features a strike that is more consistently well 
expressed than the norm, though we have yet to encounter an 
example that exhibits the strike with 100 percent clarity. A con- 
ditional rarity for sure with only one certified finer despite the 
enormously high demand for the type. 


Perpetuating the trends of Henry VIII’s Great Debasement 
despite the desires of monetary authorities to restore the coinage, 
Edward's early gold continued to be struck to a fineness of less 
than 20 carats, leading to a disastrous outflow of gold from the 
country, perpetuated by the king’s war debts and financial mis- 
management of Sir William Dansell in the Low Countries. Owing 
to the conclusion of peace with France in 1550 and consulta- 
tion with Thomas Gresham after 1551, the coinage began to be 
restored. 


Elizabeth I (1558-1603) gold 1/2 Pound ND (1560-1561) UNC 
Details (Obverse Damage) NGC, Tower mint, Cross Crosslet 
mm, Second issue, S-2520, N-1982. 5.67gm. A delightful example 
of one of Elizabeth’s most collectible gold types, here distin- 
guished by the small test punch near the crown. Displaying a 
laudably bold strike and covetable centering for a type that often 
comes with weakness, this offering will pique the interest of the 
British collector. 


Charles I Shilling ND (1638-1639) AU58 NGC, Briot’s mint at 
the Tower, Anchor mm, KM187, S-2859. An exquisite represen- 
tative from the famed Briot series of coinage, boasting clearly 
superior quality to contemporary hammered issues, here certified 
on the verge of Mint State and elevated by a premium lavender 
and magenta reverse patination. 


Oliver Cromwell 1/2 Crown 1658 AU58 NGC, KM-B207, 
S-3227A. The lovingly preserved patina gives way to a planchet 
crack at 6 o’clock on the reverse as if disclosing the tumultuous 
Jekyll and Hyde politics of the Cromwellian era. Evidence of han- 
dling on this distinctly original piece is scant. 


Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 AUS8 NGC, KM393.2, S-3226, 
ESC-240 (prev. ESC-10). Dies by Thomas Simon. Among the 
more iconic productions of the greater 17th century series which 
always finds itself hotly contests regardless of certification. On 
offer is a pleasing representative that offers commendable visual 
appeal for the grade - a consequence of balanced circulation wear 
that leaves a uniform expression of struck detail, and is embel- 
lished by traces of luster. 


Oliver Cromwell silver “Death” Medal 1658 MS62 PCGS, 
Eimer-200, MI-I-435/85, van Loon (new edition)-1658.6. 48mm. 
An impressive silver production of this important Cromwell com- 
memorative medal, unsigned, but thought to be of Dutch origin. 
Finer than usually encountered, this example boasts a handsome 
cabinet patina with just enough of a lustrous shimmer to earn a 
coveted Mint State certification from PCGS. 


William III gold Guinea 1695 AU58 PCGS, KM488.1, S-3458. 
Showcasing fully defined features and unencumbered by any 
detracting marks, this remarkable survivor possesses a much 
stronger strike and a more lustrous flan than usual for the series. 
This sits at the top of the PCGS census with its nearest competitor 
an XF45. 


Anne Crown 1713 AU58 PCGS, KM536, S-3603, ESC-1349. 
Roses and plumes in reverse angles. A really pretty mauve- 
infused patina to the cabinet-toned surface fixates the gaze on the 
charms of this delightful issue while elements of cobalt emerge 
from underneath the devices, adding further appeal. 
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George I Crown 1716 AU58 NGC, KMS545.1, S-3639, ESC-1540. 
Plumes and roses type. SECVNDO edge. Exhibiting only the 
slightest trace of high-point wear and possessing a faintly pris- 
matic underlying expression. This is an admirable example of a 
must-have type for the serious collector of British crowns. 


George II gold 1/2 Guinea 1759 MS65 NGC, KMS587, S-3685. 
A spectacular piece in hand, displaying total articulation and a 
semi-Prooflike flash that is fully enjoyed via the lack of tone 
across the surfaces. Tied with one other example at the peak of 
the NGC census, an example we sold in May 2022 for $7,200 
all-in. 


George II gold 2 Guineas 1738 XF45 NGC KM576, Fr-336b, 
S-3667B. Expertly struck and well-centered on the planchet, this 
specimen retains plenty of definition, particularly on the reverse 
devices. The visible haymarks are a frequent feature for the type, 
derived from the minting process. Note the repositioning of the 
obverse legend compared to the photo in Spink designated as 
3667A.

Elizabeth gold 2 Roubles 1756 MS61 NGC, Moscow mint, 
KM-C23.1, Fr-118. Dot before and after date. Conditionally scarce, 
featuring a well-executed strike on a planchet that has been care- 
fully maintained. 


Catherine II 4 Kopecks 1762 MS62 Brown NGC, KM-C43.2. 
Reticulated edge. Though residing on an off-centered planchet, 
the original patina is as glossy and original as we have seen on 
this issue, making this the highest certified among the dozens at 
NGC. As 1762 was a transition year from Peter III to Catherine IL, 
so references have been inconsistent in their attributions. 


Catherine II Specimen Novodel 5 Kopecks 1796 SP63 Brown 
PCGS, Brekke-31, Bit-H908 (R2), Diakov-N860 (R2). A fascinat- 
ingly large rendition of this memorable “Cipher” Novodel series 
from Catherine the Great, generally weighing around 60 grams. 
This well-preserved example would make a lovely representative 
of the type; displaying glossy tan surfaces, subtle yet lively irides- 
cent color, and no distracting rim knocks. 


Catherine II gold Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1777 MS63 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C75, Bit-116 (R). A two-year type not often 
encountered in Mint State, free from use in jewelry, bending, or 
cleaning. 


Catherine II gold Poltina (1/2 Rouble) 1778 MS63 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-C75, Fr-136, Bitkin-117 (R3). A scarce 
issue and the smallest gold emission of Catherine’s extensive and 
storied reign, that always generates substantial interest for such 
a small type. Of the two occupants at NGC, the present example 
ranks as the finest and will certainly demand bids commensurate 
with that fact.

Desirable in any 
condition, but especially with fine retention of details, as exhib- 
ited here. The surfaces are coated in a honey-gold patina that 
benefits from a touch of olive that prevents the piece from appear- 
ing too shiny. Perfectly round and quite pleasing in hand.

Although this 
date reportedly carries one of the higher mintage figures for the 
issue, we have handled only three previously, two of which were 
with comparable modifier.

Scratched) NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-C79a, Bit-22 (R). 
Admitting the scratches that appear on the reverse, not on the 
obverse as noted on the holder, this sought-after issue retains 
plenty of detail, including in the legends, which are entirely in 
place and readable. 


Catherine II gold 10 Roubles 1772 CIIB-TI XF Details 
(Obverse Spot Removed) NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-C79a, 
Bit-25 (R). A relatively difficult date in this already challeng- 
ing series. Despite the noted qualifier, this is a less problematic 
example than what is usually encountered, with no significant 
physical damage or signs of widespread cleaning.

(R). Noticeable evidence of mount removal on the obverse and 
reverse edge at 12 o’clock. The obverse and reverse fields appear 
to have been tooled, and contact marks are visible on both sides, 
though the preserved details certainly merit the AU grade.

A handsome bronze 
issue, seldom offered at such a prominent state of preservation, 
also quite a bit scarcer than the silver version of the same type.

By 
Tiolier. Mintage: 1,500. Struck in honor of Alexander I of Russia’s 
visit to Paris, an act that symbolized France’s “Return to Europe” 
after Napoleon Bonaparte’s fall from power. Though struck in 
significantly greater quantities than the bronze version, silver 
emissions such as this are generally more desirable to collectors, 
having been struck of precious metal, and this near-Gem has par- 
ticularly strong blueish-gray visual appeal.

The Makdougall Brisbane Prize has been awarded bi-annually,

Sciences and Biological Sciences. The prize was founded in 
1855 by Sir Thomas Makdougall Brisbane, the long-serving 
fourth President of the Society. Professor of Botany Abercrombie 
Anstruther Lawson was elected Fellow to the Royal Society of 
Edinburgh in 1910. He died on March 26, 1927 in Australia, a 
mere half a year after the new Botanical Department in Sydney 
University, which was designed according to his own specifica- 
tions, was formally opened.

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Republic gold Pond 1900 MS62 NGC, Pretoria mint, KM10.2, 
Fr-2, Hern-Z53. Light contact marks prevent a Choice designation 
but there is a lovely sunglow patina that pleases the eye.

Castile & Leon. Juan II gold Dobla de la Banda ND (1406- 
1454)-S MS62 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-112, Cay-1515. 4.60gm. S 
at top of cross. A highly desirable example of this sought-after 
Spanish gold type, ranked at the last well-populated grade at 
NGC. Bearing remnants of a die shift to the shield motif, as is 
typical, and interesting terracotta coloration in the peripheries. 


Charles & Johanna gold Escudo ND (1516-1556) MS63 NGC, 
Seville mint, Cal-196. 3.35gm. Star to right variety. A pleas- 
ing and fully struck up example benefitting from its Mint State 
assignment. 


Charles & Johanna (1516-1556) gold Escudo ND (before 1550) 
MS63 NGC, Seville mint, Cal-199. 3.36gm. Assayer square D to 
left variety. The intricacies of the motifs are rendered in almost 
complete detail, making this issue particularly appealing. Flan 
irregularities, as are evident here, are a common feature of the 
type. 


Charles & Johanna (1516-1556) gold Escudo ND (from 1543)

to Spanish coin production starting from very early in its history. 
The golden honey coloration supports full luster throughout.

Embodying the same device weakness found on several Mint 
State examples, yet maintaining evidence of mint bloom from the 
original strike.

NGC, Seville mint, Cal-11, Cay-4143. 13.47gm. Square D. Almost 
too perfectly shaped to be considered a cob, this spectacular 
offering from Spain’s golden age impresses with its luster and 
the clarity of its devices, which come into view even more clearly 
than on the brilliant MS63 that we offered in January 2021. 


Philip V 8 Reales 1729 M-JJ MS62 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM336.2, Cal-1350 (prev. 694). Curved 9 variety. A wholesome 
ash-gray representative with no discernible weaknesses other 
than some trivial softness around the peripherals. One point 
removed from the top of the census. 


Philip V gold 8 Escudos 1729 S-S AU Details (Cleaned) PCGS, 
Seville mint, KM346.2, Fr-233, Cal-2303. With misspelling of 
Philip as “Philp” in the obverse legend. Displaying only faint 
hints of circulation and possessing boldly struck details, this 
retains the spellbinding appeal of a gleaming 8 Escudos. Likely 
cleaned in the distant past. 


Philip V gold 8 Escudos 1730-S XF45 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM346.2, Calico-2305. An inspiring Seville 8 Escudos with 
honest surfaces and a classic olive-gold patina. 


Charles III 1/2 Real 1764 M-JP MS65 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM395.1. The devices are crisp and fully projected on the small 
flan, which is made even more attractive by a vibrantly colored 
backdrop. This is the only Mint State representative on the NGC 
census. 
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Charles III gold Escudo 1785 M-DV MS62 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM416.1, Cal-1367. Tied at the summit of the NGC census. The 
reverse on this diminutive gold type is particularly striking as 
every detail appears mint fresh. 


Charles III gold 4 Escudos 1786 M-DV MS61 PCGS, Madrid 
mint, KM418.la, Cal-1791. An impressive piece showing velve- 
teen fields with ample mint bloom. 


Charles III gold 8 Escudos 1788 S-C AU58 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM409.2a, Cal-2194. Variety with point after “R” at the end of 
obverse legend. Olive and amber project from this piece that falls 
just shy of a Mint State designation. This is quite pleasing, with 
no singularly detracting marks to distract the eye. 


Charles IV gold 2 Escudos 1801 M-FA/MF MS63 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM435.1, Cal-1305. Flashy and semi-reflective 
with brilliant luster and sharp details.

Alfonso XIII gold 20 Pesetas 1892 (92) PG-M MS62 NGC, 
Madrid mint, KM701. A deceptively scarce late-nineteenth 
century gold type, especially in Mint State. This crisp, radiant 
jewel is held in check by evidence of cabinet friction, though the 
devices display no evidence of improper handling.

NGC, Spanish mint, KM708. Mintage: 6,000. Struck by the 
Spanish Mint from original dies in 1961 and 1962, considered 
an official restrike issue; the year of restrike is incised within 
the two small stars bordering the original date of 1897. Fabulous 
butterscotch luster beams from the surfaces that appear almost 
matte-like from the contrast between the frosty devices and fields.

Bern. Canton gold 2 Duplone 1796 MS62 NGC, KM147, Fr-186, 
HMZ-2-211f. Warrior standing reverse variety. Decidedly Mint 
State and presenting chiseled motifs. 
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Graubunden. Canton 10 Batzen 1825-N MS65 Prooflike NGC, 
KM12, HMV-2603a. Among the finest representatives from this 
already fleeting issue, with an original mintage of just 2,000 
coins, and only 20 currently certified. Tied for the finest and 
seemingly deserving of a finer assignment, the piece on offer 
exudes superiority.

There is a lovely cabinet patina and an intriguing 
shadow effect across some of the devices and legends because of 
a likely double-strike. The wear is in line with the assigned grade, 
though the overall presentation retains a pleasing appearance. 


Michael I Apafi 6 Denar (Sechser) 1673-NE AU55 NGC, Aiud 
(Strassburg am Mieresch) mint, KM437. Arms of Kronstadt on 
the reverse. An enticing example of a sought-after Transylvanian 
minor that infrequently surfaces at auction. This is a one-of-a- 
kind at the grading companies.

Scarce 
at all levels of certification, but especially so when unencum- 
bered by conditional modifier as is witnessed here.

Dispute Resolution, Arbitration, and Remedies: 
By placing a bid or otherwise participating in Auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and Conditions of Auction, 
and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 

44. Exclusive Dispute Resolution Process: All claims, disputes, or controversies in connection with, relating to,
